The conspiracy 


to take away 


our guns. . . 


J S there a conspiracy to strip Ameri¬ 
cans of their firearms? 

Absolutely. The evidence is wide¬ 
spread. 

The immensely powerful political left 
in this country, with the indispensable 
aid of most of the nation’s press and 
entertainment media (Hollywood), is 
brainwashing the American public 
with a massive propaganda campaign 
against private firearms ownership. 
Step by step, our rights to lawfully pos¬ 
sess and use guns are being eliminated. 

What is most upsetting is how the 
anti-gun propagandists have rewritten 
the Constitution, denying any right to 
own guns. The only reason for having 
guns is for “legitimate” sport target 
shooting and competition and for hunt¬ 
ing or collecting, we’re told, over and 
over. And of course the gun prohibi¬ 
tionists are working vigorously to ban 
hunting as cruel and sick. And target 
and competition shooting and collect¬ 
ing? Well, how in the world can these 
be justified when “police are being 
outgunned” and murdered all over the 
country by heavily armed drug dealers 
and street gangs? 

These lies are being endlessly re¬ 
peated as part of the dogma of the 
gun prohibitionists in the media and 
government. 

But these ARE NOT the real rea¬ 
sons for owning guns. The real reason 
the people were granted the express 
right to keep and bear arms is to de¬ 
fend their homes and families and 
this nation against crime and against 
tyranny, tyranny from without or 
tyranny from within this nation. And 
this is the real reason the conspirators 
behind the anti-gun movement are so 
adamant about taking away our guns. 
Because with their socialistic ideals of 
ever bigger, more powerful government 
and ever diminished individual rights 
(Not for themselves of course, for you 
and me — the “common” people), they 
mean to impose tyranny on us. 

A good example of how the powerful 
political left works can be seen in the 
recent approval by the U.S. Senate of 
the anti-crime bill provision of the 


Democrat Arizona Senator Dennis 
DeConcini to outlaw more than a dozen 
types of semiautomatic “assault wea¬ 
pons” which are, it is asserted, “most 
frequently used in drug-related crime,” 
according to DeConcini’s staff. These 
weapons include the Beretta AR-70 and 
Israel Military Industries Galil rifles. 
I doubt there are any solid statistics 
indicating that these weapons — or 
certainly many of them — are “the 
chosen weapons” of the supposedly all 
powerful drug dealers and street gangs. 
And no such statistics have been cited 
by the gun control lobby. By weight 
of sheer emotionalism (“Police are 
being outgunned!” “Babies are being 
murdered!” etc.) the political left suc¬ 
ceeded in convincing barely enough 
senators (50) to vote for DeConcini’s 
amendment to the “anti-crime” bill. 

Some police groups have lobbied 
heavily for the Deconcini and other 
anti-gun legislation and it is under¬ 
standable that some law enforcement 
people are fearful of facing well armed 
criminals. Police work is dangerous 
business. However, it is absurd to 
believe that criminals will choose less 
powerful weapons merely because a few 
types—many of which are rarely found 
in criminal hands anyway—are out¬ 
lawed for private ownership. When this 
doesn’t work, the anti-gun forces will 
demand that still more types of guns 
be banned, and on and on the process 
will go until all guns are outlawed, 
and still the criminals will get the 
firepower they want. But you and I 
will be defenseless — which is the 
real reason behind the gun control 
mentality. 

So pervasive and powerful is the con¬ 
spiracy to eliminate firearms owner¬ 
ship that many ordinary citizens and 
government officials are following 
along, swallowing the twisted logic of 
the gun prohibitionists hook, line and 
sinker. 

I was outraged, but not all that sur¬ 
prised, when I learned that our sup¬ 
posedly “conservative” Republican 
senator from California, Pete Wilson, 
voted for the DeConcini measure in 
the Senate. Wilson had appeared to 
have been wavering but in the end he 
revealed his true feelings about fire¬ 


arms ownership. Had he not voted in 
favor of the bill, it would not have 
passed, as the vote was 50 for and 49 
against. Here in California and across 
the nation, with few exceptions, Repub¬ 
licans overwhelmingly oppose draco¬ 
nian gun control measures such as 
this. But Wilson has never been pro¬ 
gun, as I understand it. Indeed, he 
gave a strong indication of how he 
would vote on the matter when last 
year during the hysteria following the 
Stockton school yard shootings, he 
appeared on a television news program 
and declared that the National Rifle 
Association was guilty of “ideological 
zealotry” for opposing bans on semi¬ 
automatic firearms. There is a con¬ 
stitutional right to keep and bear 
arms, Wilson said, “but not weapons 
of war.” What about the Government 
Model 1911A1 pistol? The Ml Garand 
and Ml Carbine? What about the 
Springfield 1903 Rifle? Aren’t these 
weapons of war? I wrote the good 
senator about this but he did not see 
fit to answer my letters. 

I am a registered Republican who 
has voted in the past for Wilson. At 
this point I don’t plan to vote for him 
again. I cannot now endorse Wilson’s 
candidacy for California governor, nor 
for any other office. I urge all Califor¬ 
nia gun owners to refuse to vote for 
Wilson again unless he changes his 
attitude about anti-gun-ownership 
legislation. 

The people of California are bet¬ 
ter off with an openly leftist governor 
and senators rather than leftists mas¬ 
querading as conservatives and Re¬ 
publicans. 

I urge all gun owners nationwide to 
GET INVOLVED in the political pro¬ 
cess before it’s too late and work to 
defeat anti-gun politicians and elect 
pro-gun government officials at all 
levels. Wake up to the danger. Get out 
and let your views be known. Contact 
your government representatives and 
let them know you oppose anti-gun- 
ownership laws. No one is opposed to 
sensible laws and proposals to reduce 
and eliminate crime, but this is not 
what’s happening. We are in grave 
danger of losing our freedom. Let’s get 
to work — Jim Benson.

/ N February 1990 issue of ASG, Sur¬ 
vival Line reported that the U.S. 
Justice Department had decided to 
challenge an Oakland, California, 
ordinance which declared the locality 
a “nuclear free zone.” This ordinance, 
which was one of the strongest such 
statutes in the nation, was approved 
by Oakland voters in 1988. Among 
other restrictions, the ordinance pro¬ 
hibited the transportation of any 
nuclear materials through the city 
including those destined for the 
Alameda Naval Air Station, which 
serves as the supply depot for the U.S. 
Pacific Fleet. The ordinance also pro¬ 
hibited companies from doing any 
nuclear weapons related research or 
design work within city limits. 

A federal district court recently 
struck down the Oakland “nuclear free 
zone” ordinance. In issuing its ruling 
the court agreed with the Justice 
Department that the ordinance inter¬ 
fered with the constitutional authority 
granted to the federal government over 
matters of national defense and atomic 
energy. 

Justice Department officials note 
that the Oakland ruling could have 
broad implications for the 100 or so 
other localities across the country 
which have passed similar “nuclear 
free zone” statutes. 

Earthquake Bulletins —Earthquake 
bulletins may soon become a stan¬ 
dard part of TV and radio news shows 
through the state of California be¬ 
cause of a new computer modeling sys¬ 
tem which, its inventors say, is capa¬ 
ble of predicting the probability of 
major earthquakes within certain time 
frames. 

The new mathematical computer 
model was announced at a recent meet¬ 
ing of the Seismological Society of 
America. Its inventors, Lucile M. Jones 
of the U.S. Geological Survey and Dun¬ 
can C. Agnew of the University of 
California at San Diego, say they have 
succeeded in gathering enough data 
on the geological fault system in Cali¬ 
fornia to allow their model to predict, 
to some degree, the probability of a 


quake of 6.5 or higher on the Richter 
scale within certain brief time periods. 

Home AIDS Testing — Over the past 
few years, American consumers have 
seen a wide variety of home medical 
test kits come onto the market. The 
one home test kit that they have not 
seen, however, is the home AIDS test 
kit. This is because, up to now, the 
Food and Drug Administration, FDA, 
had refused permission for the mar¬ 
keting of such kits. The FDA has cited 
two reasons for its ban on home AIDS 
test kits. First, the reliability of the 
test results from such kits, and se¬ 
cond, the perceived problems with 
counselling by telephone, those who 
test positive. 

It seems now, however, that the FDA 
will very soon reverse its ban of home 
AIDS test kits, and that very shortly 
thereafter consumers will begin to see 
them on store shelves. The FDA has 
announced that it is now considering 
applications from manufacturers who 
wish to market the kits. 

The reversal of the long time ban on 
home AIDS test kits is a result of a 
number of factors, say FDA officials. 
Among them are the availability and 
effectiveness of the drug AZT in treat¬ 
ing AIDS patients, and the fact that 
millions of Americans currently get 
other vital medical test results by 
phone. 

Likely to be among the first kits on 
the market is one manufactured by 
University Hospital Laboratories, Inc. 
The kit will contain a sterile lancet 
for drawing blood, filter paper used for 
absorbing the blood sample, a ship¬ 
ping container and prepaid shipping 
envelope, instruction booklet, and a 
toll-free number to call for obtaining 
the test results. The test will be 
anonymous since each kit will contain 
a code number which the patient will 
use in obtaining the results by tele¬ 
phone. Those testing positive will 
receive counselling when they call for 
their test results. The test is basically 
the same as that used by health centers 
and private physicians so the reliabil¬ 
ity of the test results should not vary. •

71 /T EDICAL care is frequently over- 
JJrA. looked as part of a survivalist’s 
preparations. A group or individual 
may spend thousands of dollars on fire¬ 
arms, vehicles, or even explosives, but 
have only a simple first-aid kit for deal¬ 
ing with the medical emergencies that 
could result from the misuse of fire¬ 
arms, vehicles, or explosives. 

For a survivalist in a post-disaster 
situation, dealing with medical emer¬ 


gencies would be especially difficult as 
there would be a tremendous shortage 
of doctors and surgeons, so a medic in 
a group must have the knowledge and 
equipment to be able to stabilize a 
patient for an extended period of time, 
if not correct the ailment. Correcting 
medical problems can be extremely 
difficult without proper knowledge and 
equipment, so I strongly recommend 
that a group send a member through 
EMT (Emergency Medical Technician) 
or at least First Responder training. 

This article deals with some equip¬ 
ment that the trained medic may wish 


to acquire, and a rough outline for the 
usage of such equipment. Untrained 
individuals should not attempt to use 
this equipment. 

The first items in the advanced med- 

ical kit are artificial airways, and there 
are two types of these: Oral (oropharan- 
geal) and nasal (nasopharangeal). 

The primary function of an artificial 
airway is to prevent the obstruction 
of the upper airway (throat) by the ton¬ 
gue and allow passage of air and oxy¬ 
gen to the lungs. Oral airways are hol¬ 
low plastic tubes or I-beam shaped 
structures designed to lift the tongue 
off the back of the throat. An oral air¬ 
way should only be inserted into an 
unconscious patient, since it could 
cause vomiting or spasming of the vocal 
chords in a conscious or semi-conscious 
patient. If incorrectly placed, the air¬ 
way may displace the tongue into the 
pharnyx and occlude the airway The 
sizing of the oral airway is accom¬ 
plished by choosing the airway which 
has a tip that touches the patient’s 
earlobe when the upper end is placed 
at the corner of the mouth. The mouth 
is then opened via the tongue-jaw lift, 
the airway started perpendicular to the 
throat, then rotated into anatomical 
position as it is placed. 

The nasal airway has the same 
function as the oral airway, except 
this airway is inserted through the 
nostril. Nasal airways are useful when 
the conscious or semi-conscious patient 
cannot maintain an airway, and nasal 
airways aren’t as likely to stimulate 
vomiting as are oral airways. Nasal 
airways are extremely simple to insert. 
Merely choose the correct size (as with 
the oral airways above, except meas¬ 
ure from nostril to earlobe), lubricate 
with a water-soluble lubricant, choose 
the larger of the patient’s two nostrils, 
and gently slide it in.

A set of reusable oral airways costs 
approximately $18, and a set of dis¬ 
posables (may be reused once or twice 
if sterilized), is about $5.95. 

Most all equipment (including plas¬ 
tic syringes) can be sterilized by soak¬ 
ing them in a 10:1 bleach solution. 
That is 10 parts water to 1 part bleach. 
Soak the equipment for at least 10 
minutes, then rinse in warm water and 
allow to air dry. 

Nasal airways, though simpler, are 
inexplicably more expensive, at nearly 
$25 a set. 

Another important item that is 
expensive, but nearly worth its con¬ 
siderable weight in gold in an emer¬ 
gency, is an oxygen tank. Oxygen is 
used to combat hypoxia (under-oxy¬ 
genation) in various situations, such 
as myocardial infarction (heart attack), 
pulmonary edema (fluid accumulation 
in lungs), acute drug overdoses, pul¬ 
monary burns, strokes, chest injuries, 
and, very importantly, shock. 

Normal air contains about 21 per¬ 
cent oxygen. There is no detrimental 
effect to the body from breathing pure 
oxygen, unless it is breathed for a pro¬ 
tracted length of time, such as several 
weeks. 

Delivery systems for oxygen include 
the nasal cannula, which delivers oxy¬ 
gen to the patient through two small 
tubular prongs that fit in each nostril. 
The flow rates for nasal cannula are 
1 to 6 liters per minute, which trans¬ 
lates to 24 to 40 percent inspired oxy¬ 
gen, respectively. 

Simple face masks are capable of 
inspired concentrations of 40 to 60 per¬ 
cent oxygen, when set at flow rates of 

6 to 10 liters per minute. 

Mask-and-bag systems are similar to 
the simple mask, yet vary in that, with 
a reservoir bag and valve system, 


inspired concentrations approaching 
100 percent can be attained. Oxygen 
is collected in the reservoir bag during 
the patient’s exhalation (due to valves, 
exhaled carbon dioxide is not mixed 
with oxygen in reservoir bag), so that 
upon inhalation, nearly pure oxygen 
is inhaled. Flow rate is determined as 
whatever keeps the reservoir bag full. 

If intended for long-term use oxygen 
must be humidified, as excessive dry¬ 
ing of the mucous membranes of the 
mouth, nose, and lungs can interfere 
with respiration. 

The above oxygen delivery devices 
are for patients who are capable of 
spontaneous respirations. There are 
two emergency-type devices to venti¬ 
late patients who cannot breathe spon-

taneously. 

The first are demand-valve/manually 
triggered oxygen powered ventilators. 
Anyone with scuba experience is fam¬ 
iliar with these devices, as they are 
nearly the same as the second-stage 
regulator of a scuba outfit. Demand 
valves/positive pressure ventilators are 
simply valves that allow the operator 
to let tank pressure push oxygen into 
the patient’s lungs. The difficulty with 
this device is, for fear of over ventilat¬ 
ing the patient, the operator may not 
trigger the valve for a long enough 
period of time to deliver sufficient 
oxygen to the patient. This fear, for 
the most part, is unfounded, as most 
demand valves have a pressure-relief 
valve to prevent over ventilation. 

The bag-valve-mask (BVM), consists 
of an inflatable-deflatable bag, a valve 
that incorporates an exhaust port, an 
oxygen inlet, an interface between bag 
and mask, and finally, a face mask. 
The bag is of pliable plastic, and holds 
about 1200 to 1600cc of gas. These 
devices allow the operator to regulate 
the pressure and speed of the inspi¬ 
rations. Virtually all BVMs are equip¬ 
ped with a reservoir bag that allows 
an oxygen concentration of nearly 100 
percent. Without this reservoir bag, 
the BVM delivers about 50 percent oxy¬ 
gen through the normal inlet, and 
delivers normal air (21 percent oxy¬ 
gen) if no supplementary oxygen is 
available. With the BVM, it is impor¬ 
tant to maintain a tight mask seal 
around the patient’s nose and mouth, 
as an incorrect seal will cause oxygen 
leakage and may cause insufficient 
ventilation of the patient. When used 
during two-rescuer CPR, the patient 
is ventilated after the second and fifth 
chest compression. The ventilation 
after the second compression probably 
will not be a full ventilation, but 
every little bit helps. Of course, the 
person doing chest compressions pauses 
after the fifth compression to allow the 
patient to be fully ventilated. This 
technique is more effective than the 
standard mouth-to-mouth in CPR for 
two reasons: nearly 100 percent oxy¬ 
gen is being administered, and the 
breath after the second compression 
adds approximately 25 percent more 
oxygen than ventilating only after the 
fifth compression. 

A “D” size steel oxygen cylinder holds 
320 liters of oxygen, fits in a duffle 
bag, and costs about $65. An “E” size 
cylinder holds 560 liters, and costs $95. 
A regulator for the tank is also neces¬ 
sary, and costs about $110. These de¬ 
vices merely reduce the 2,000psi tank

pressure to a manageable level. Sim¬ 
ple masks, nasal cannula, and mask- 
and-bag systems all cost under $2 a 
piece., Demand valves/positive pressure 
ventilators are expensive, at $150 to 
$200. The versatile BVMs can cost 
as much as $150 for a high-quality 
unit and are well worth the invest¬ 
ment. If a reusable BVM is too costly, 
disposable (see above for comment on 
“disposability”) versions are available 
at $19. Humidification systems cost 
about $26 and a disposable system is 
available for $6. 

If all of the above equipment’s cost 
is added together, it turns out to be 
a fairly reasonable amount, if the dis¬ 
posable equipment is purchased, along 
with the “D” size oxygen cylinder; the 
total is about $240. That is really an 
investment that you can’t go wrong 
with, provided it is used by capable 
individuals. Coupled with a good first- 
aid/trauma kit, this equipment is an 
advanced, comprehensive medical kit 
complete enough to handle nearly any 
emergency until more advanced help 
can be sought. 

Veterinary Supplies — But not all 
medical problems treated by the medic 
will be emergency/trauma type situ¬ 
ations. Infections, burns, and diseases 
will present some long term problems 
for the survival medic. These problems 
are best treated by a doctor with pre¬ 
scription drugs, but what do you do 
without a doctor or pharmacies? If a 
medic is really dedicated, willing to 
spend much of his/her spare time to 
learn, proper treatment may be given 
using veterinary supplies. 

Most of the drugs that you can pur¬ 
chase over-the-counter at a veterinar¬ 
ian supply store are the same purity 
as their human counterparts, and often 
available for a substantially small 
price. For example, Procain Penicillin 
G (Penicillin mixed with Procain, a 
pain killer) is available for about $8 
per 250cc. Procain Penicillin G is injec¬ 
table IM (intra-muscular). IM injecta¬ 
ble drugs are easier to inject than IV 
(intravenous) or Subcue (subcutane¬ 
ous), as one can use any mass of muscle 
as an injection point, rather than learn¬ 
ing the technique required for start¬ 
ing an IV line to give intravenous 
injections. 

Needles and syringes may also be 
purchased at a “feed and seed” store. 
Syringes come in several sizes, but a 
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10ce size will suffice for most situa¬ 
tions. Needles come in varying lengths 
and gauges. The smaller the gauge 
number, the larger the needle. For 
example, a 22g needle is smaller than 
an 18g. For the injection of Procain 
Penicillin G, which is fairly thick, an 
18 or 20 will do. 

According to the 15th edition of the 
Merck Manual (an invaluable tome to 
the medic), a dosage of 600,000 units 
of Procain Penicillin G twice per day 
will suffice for most penicillin-sus¬ 
ceptible infections. The packaging con¬ 
taining the Procain Penicillin G will 
include a brochure detailing the num¬ 
ber of units per milligram, and other 
useful information such as expiration 
dates. 

Oral Tetracycline or Oxytetracycline 
is available for a similarly low price. 
Tetracycline and Oxytetracycline are 
virtually the same. These antibiotics

can save lives in cases of everything 
from infected wounds to anthrax, in¬ 
cluding most venereal diseases. They 
also will take the place of penicillin 
in the event that the patient is allergic 
to penicillin. Tetracycline is available 
in injectable or in oral form. The oral 
form is most commonly available in 
100 or 25 tablet bottles, having a shelf- 
life of about three years. 

The 25 count bottle costs approxi¬ 
mately $8 and the 100 count costs 
about $25. The injectable Tetracycline 
has the advantage over penicillin in 
that it does not need to be refriger¬ 
ated. The dosage for oral Tetracycline 
(again, according to the Merck Man¬ 
ual ), is usually 250 to 500mg every six 
hours given orally. 

In cases of open wounds, pinkeye 
powder used for cattle is an excellent 
medicine to encourage the healing 
process. Contained in the powder is 
sulfa, an antibiotic, an anesthetic, and 
an antiseptic. Care must be taken to 
insure that too much is not used as 
this will cause the wound to fester, 
and will inhibit healing. Clean the 
wound, removing any dead tissue, and 
dust lightly with the powder. 

An excellent book which details the 
uses of veterinary medicines and equip¬ 
ment for human use is Survivalist’s 
Medicine Chest by Ragnar Benson, 
published by Paladin Press. 

Another book that is virtually a must 
is the Merck Manual . This book details 
the causes and treatment of a plethora 
of diseases and injuries. At about $22 
it’s an invaluable aid. 

I must add that all the above drugs 
must be administered only by compe¬ 
tent and trained persons. The improper 
administration of drugs could kill. 

Medics, if they are to deal with lives 
in such a manner as this, must be a 
breed apart. They must be knowledge¬ 
able, dedicated, and calm under pres¬ 
sure. A good medic is one of the most 
useful members of a group. It is sug¬ 
gested that the medic take on an 
“apprentice,” that is, someone to help 
in multiple casualties, or when the 
medic him/herself is injured.

Don’t Panic: 


Lost 


When in doubt, you probably haven’t gone far enough.. 



The author says the most important thing to bear 
in mind when lost is that you must not panic.

J first saw the movement at least two 
miles away along a south Ontario 
firebreak. We were out in a sporting 
pursuit of the wily moose on ground 
so flat it could have been a 20 square- 
mile bowling alley. 

After a bit of fooling around with the 
focus on my binoculars, I was able to 
distinguish an odd white-to-light-tan 
form coming on the firebreak through 
the dog hair pine. Scruffy small pine 
characterizes most of the country 
around Localsh, Ontario, where we 
were hunting. 

Whatever it was kept on coming at 
what was proving to be a pretty good 
clip. I sat quietly on my stump. The 
breeze crossed the firebreak from the 
west, so there was little chance the 
critter would wind me. I figured if I 
were patient, it would come right up 
to where I was sitting. 

After a bit, I was able to determine 
that the critter was, in fact, a man. 


He had hunting pants on. No jacket. 
No shirt. His gloves, if he ever had 
any, were gone. The white I saw at first 
was a T-shirt. 

As he came closer, I was able to see 
the man’s face. He looked as though 
the devil had him by the ass. His face 
was contorted and pained, colored a 
deep, dark, cardiac red. Obviously the 
poor fellow had been running for a long, 
long time. 

In spite of the cold, he was covered 
with sweat. He literally frothed at the 
mouth. His hair was disheveled, and 
his eyes rolled like a man possessed. 

On he came, totally distraught. His 
red face was gruesome. 

I sat there quietly, expecting the guy 
to suddenly spot me and stop. But he 
didn’t. He ran by without seeing me. 

I was so surprised that I waited — 
perhaps 50 yards — before letting go 
with a sharp, high-pitched “Hey!” On 
the third call, he stopped abruptly, 
turned around, and, on seeing me, col¬ 
lapsed on the trail. 

It took a couple of hours up well 
after dark before the poor old bird was 
able to get up and follow me out. He 
was in such a state of panic and exhaus¬ 
tion that it took that long for him to 
recover enough to talk, much less walk 
a mile or two. 

As it turned out, the fellow was a 
55-year-old General Motors executive 
from Detroit. He had hunted moose 
regularly in this area for about 10 
years, always using the services of the 
same guide. 

Early that morning, his guide had 
put him out on stand by a large beaver 
pond. By 8 a.m., the fellow, tired of 
sitting, had followed the creek down 
through a meadow to where it crossed 
the fire line cut. He wisely hunted the 
fire line for a while, but couldn’t find 
the meadow back to the pond when 
he decided to return to his stand. After 
a bit, he couldn’t even remember which 
direction he was initially headed, 
although he claims to have started the 
day with a compass. When I stopped 
him, he had no compass. 

The compass business was academic, 
because the day was bright and sunny. 
He could have gotten a general sense 
of direction by looking at the sun. As 
is often the case when an amateur 
hunts with a guide, he did not check 


directions or bearings and probably 
didn’t really know within 10 miles 
where home base was. 

During his ensuing panic, the man 
threw down his gun, lost his lunch, 
gloves, hat, and jacket. He became a 
panic-stricken, raving hulk, driven 
almost to fatal exhaustion by an irra¬ 
tional fear of his situation. He was in 
good company. This syndrome is ex¬ 
ceedingly common among humans. 

Later, when he recovered enough to 
walk, I led him out of the woods. That 
night, our lodge keeper drove him to 
his camp. Although I hunted the fol¬ 
lowing day for the guy’s gear, we never 
found it. No telling for sure where he 
had been or what he had done. 

Don’t Panic — It was an incident that 
I will never forget. It forcibly drove 
home this truth: the first necessity 
when you think that you may be lost 
is not to panic. 

I realize that this advice — like 
“don’t worry” — is incredibly easy to 
give and unbelievably tough to imple¬ 
ment. But, if you can remember one 
lesson about being lost, it is not to 
panic. Keep calm, keep your head, and 
do something logical. 

Sit down, talk to yourself, recite Bible 
verses or do whatever, but don’t ever 
lose your cool. Try to remember that 
many things are far worse than being 
lost. Think of things like worms eat¬ 
ing the cabbage plants, the toilet get¬ 
ting plugged, your daughter smashing 
the car, running out of aftershave, or 
one of your apple trees dying. These 
events are far more serious than being 
misplaced in the bush a day or two. 

My wife hunts with us quite often 
in the mountains of Montana, Wyom¬ 
ing and Colorado. She is basically 
unafraid of the woods, so she often 
strikes out across the country to an 
area where she thinks the hunting will 
be best. Like most people who operate 
this way, she sometimes sets herself 
up for becoming disoriented. Some¬ 
times she drags in three or four hours 
after dark, yet in all these years she 
has never stayed out overnight alone. 

“The thought of you chauvinistic 
guys looking for me with your toothy 
smiles the next morning is more than 
I can handle,” she says. Often, she 
has walked in way after she was played 
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out and should have holed up for the 
night. 

Most people who have been in the 
woods a while develop an attitude 
much like my own. I have been mis¬ 
placed quite a few times. Assuming 
that you keep your head, you will 
usually soon discover that you know 
approximately where you are. The 
problem is that it’s not usually where 
you want to be. Some woodsmen I have 
known have become so irate over dis¬ 
covering where they really are that 
they are not fit company for man or 
beast until they have time to simmer 
down a bit. 

Let me repeat again. On a strictly 
academic basis, there is little to fear 
from being lost. You might think about 
that fact for a moment next time it 
seems like it has happened to you. 
Literally thousands of worse things can 
and do happen every day. 

I don’t like to spend a miserable 
night in the woods trying to sleep on 
the cold, hard ground, holed up under 
a tree or in a temporary shelter. But 
even if you forgot your matches and 
can’t build a fire, and even if you are 
not clever enough to pull the bullet 
from a cartridge and start a fire that 
way, and even if you have eaten all 


your lunch, you will still survive. 
Statistically, the number of people who 
die in the woods as a result of loss, 
hunger, and exposure is insignificant 
— one or two per year in states where 
millions of man days are spent hunting. 

The morning after, you will be stiff 
and cold, but more energetic than the 
night before and certainly better able 
to put a plan together to enable you 
to walk out. 

So the first thing I do when I dis¬ 
cover I don’t know where I am is swal¬ 
low any temptation to get panicky or 
upset. Then I develop some sort of re¬ 
connaissance or backtracking scheme 
to help me find out where I am and 
where I have to go. 

Time, Direction — The second con¬ 
sideration is to establish some sense 
of time and direction. When I am in 
the woods, I usually don’t carry a com¬ 
pass, but I always have a watch. By 
looking at my watch, I determine how 
much time I have left before dark. 
Unless I know exactly and unquestion¬ 
ably where I am and where I am going, 
I never move after dark. 

The only exception is if I am on a 
familiar trail and know without ques¬ 
tion where it will end. 


One afternoon while hunting cou¬ 
gar, I got really lost. We bagged a cou¬ 
gar, stashed it in a talus slope, and 
headed down to a small creek. At the 
creek we turned downstream and 
walked about three miles to a small 
logging road. It was pitch dark at the 
logging road, but I pretty well knew 
where we were. We decided to go on, 
following the little road downhill to a 
main road and on 17 miles to a small 
tavern, where we spent the night sleep¬ 
ing on the floor. 

There are several points to this tale, 
some of which we can come back to.. 
The main lesson is not to travel at 
night unless you know where you are. 

People are surprised that I don’t 
usually have a compass with me. I 
don’t dislike using a compass, or have 
some special directional talent. It’s 
just that I seldom use one and often 
forget it when I saddle up in the 
morning. 

Most places I have operated in, 
including Africa, Asia and North 
America, have built-in signposts that, 
when observed, preclude the necessity 
of getting the compass out. 

Usually there is at least some sun, 
a prevailing wind, a river or drainage 
running in a known direction, a road 
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Lost 


in a cardinal direction, birds flying 

towards some fields, truck noise in the 
distance, mossy cedar thickets on the 
north of slopes, and so on. These subtle 
signs signal the direction loud and 
clear. You will find you seldom use a 
compass, even if you have one. 

An exception, of course, is in heavy 
mountains or during really poor wea¬ 
ther. Even then, a compass is nice, but 
not always useful. 

A few years back, we discovered a 
small, rectangular piece of ground 
lying between a logging road and a 
railroad spur that was virtually impos¬ 
sible (under the right conditions) to 
cross without becoming disoriented. 

The small finger drainages in the 
area crossed each other at odd, ran¬ 
dom angles, and several look-alike 
creeks flowed parallel in opposite direc¬ 
tions. Measured on a topo map, it was 
only 5 /s of a mile across, but on the 
ground it was something else again. 

Four or five of us used to practice 
trying to cross when the elk hunting 
season was slow. On a cloudy, quiet day, 
without truck or train noise to orient 
us, it was totally impossible. The only 
sure method was to whip out the trusty 
compass and walk on a line. 

No matter if it’s mountains or plains, 



While a map and compass are important items to 
have when traveling in the deep woods, their use 
can be futile where major land features are 
obscured by thick growth, high mountains and deep 
valleys. 
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the propensity to walk in circles is 

awfully strong in humans. I’ll readily 
admit that I walk in circles, occasion¬ 
ally, even though I am very sensitive 
to nature’s subtle hints when estab¬ 
lishing a cardinal direction through 
the bush. 

In the mountains, I keep some do¬ 
minant peak or saddle in mind, move 
up or downhill, sight on a large tree 
across the valley, and stay out of 
thickets where I can’t see far enough 
to line out my path by sighting on 
rock ledges or whatever. 

On basically flat ground, I again try 
to stay out of woody thickets, to use 
whatever prominences exist and to 
keep my basic sense of direction. 

Generally, you’ll move through 
mountains by drainages. Keep in mind 
that it doesn’t matter if your compass 
says camp is north on a line over the 
mountains. You aren’t going to cross 
the mountain to get to camp, anyway. 
You will, if you are wise, swing around 
the drainage, contouring at an even 
elevation till you are near camp. 

The real trick here is not to wander 
out of your assigned drainage. If you 
do, be sure you know how to get back 
in and which way to turn when you do. 

The first thing I do when scouting 
new country is to look at a map of the 
area, or have someone do a rough map 
in the dirt for me. I am not smart 
enough to remember all the stuff on 
the map. All I want to know is the 
natural boundaries — what lakes, main 
road, river, ridge line, etc., form the 
edges of the area over which I will be 
operating. Then I can move with impu¬ 
nity to these places and either turn 
around or along them, knowing in a 
general way that I have not moved out 
into truly unknown country. 

Pre-set Boundaries — Pre- 
establishing the general boundaries or 
limits helps mightily after being tan¬ 
gled in the third small thicket along 
the sixth small creek. It is tough not 
to be concerned unless you’re certain 
that the main river is still someplace 
ahead. To the side, perhaps a ridge line 
will be the boundary, and behind the 
road from which you started. 

I do have a few tricks I use in the 
field to keep from getting hopelessly 
lost. One relates to my upbringing in 
the rural Midwest, where everything 
is as flat as a table. All these tricks 
originally came from my Uncle Dugan, 


who was half Ojibwa Indian. 

For instance, Dugan always said to 
approach an uncertain camp or loca¬ 
tion one side or another. Never try to 
save time and hit it dead on. 

Generally, the target destination will 
be on some sort of identifiable land¬ 
mark: a river, creek, lake’s edge, road, 
mountain ridge or whatever. If you try 
to hit the camp dead on, you won’t know 
which way to turn toward camp when 
you get to your river or road. 

On the other hand, if you are certain 
you are north, you then know to turn 
south. 

The toughest location to find is one 
on a large, flat bench covered by small, 
look-alike brush. Keep this in mind if 
it becomes important to hide or to 
obscure your location. Most camps, 
however, are built along something — 
a road, river, lake or ridge — and in 
that regard are easy to find. 

Good ability to track helps immeas¬ 
urably. I have run into people lost in 
the snow who didn’t think about back¬ 
tracking out of their predicament. 
Another hint from Uncle: before start¬ 
ing in with anyone in the bush, spend 
some time studying their boot tracks. 
Then you will know the prints again 
when they turn up in the back country. 

You’ll be able to tell if someone 
walked a ridge, which way they went, 
and to some extent how long ago they 
passed in that direction. This is espe¬ 
cially vital if the tracks are your own! 
I have often hunted with people who 
didn’t know if the tracks they saw were 
their own. 

I believe it is always wise to tell 
someone approximately where I am 
going when I am out in the field. In 
a general sense, I want them to know 
on what trails I will be traveling, 
around which side of the mountain, 
over to which lake, and when I intend 
to return. 

Most experienced scouts tell their 
crews not to worry about them until 
noon of the second day. Personally, I’ve 
slept in the woods only a few nights. 
But a great number of times, I ended 
up across the canyon and stayed in 
someone else’s camp. And I’ve been 
across the mountain to a road from 
which I hitchhiked back to the main 
base camp. 

It is relatively easy to do all this if 
you are at ease with the back country 
and don’t panic when you find yourself 
miles from camp in the late afternoon

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Heckler & Koch: 

SP89 9MM Pistol 

New handgun based on the popular HK94 Carbine. . .

HEN Heckler & Koch, Inc., intro¬ 
duced its new 9 millimeter semi¬ 
automatic pistol to the American pub¬ 
lic last year the gun was first referred 
to as the “HK94 Pistol.” 

Closely resembling the popular 9 mil¬ 
limeter HK94 Carbine, the pistol, 
renamed the SP89, is now available 
for sale in the United States and is 
intended for sporting or self/home 
defense purposes. 

At first sight, the gun may seem 
somewhat large and even a bit awk¬ 
ward for a 9 mm pistol, with uncon¬ 
ventional design such as the magazine 
well in front of the trigger guard 



The safety switch is located on the left side of 
the gun. “1” is the fire position and “0" is safe. 
A safety indicator is located on the opposite side 
of the gun showing “1” or “0” positions. 


rather than in the butt of the gun. 

The SP89 is in fact almost identical 
in size and appearance to the famed 
HK MP5K submachine gun. The SP89 
design and construction are based on 
the world renowned HK90 series line 
of semiautomatic sporting rifles and 
carbines but are packaged in a com¬ 
pact pistol form. 

It features the same time-proven 
recoil-operated, delayed roller-locked 
bolt system, rotary rear sight drum 
adjustable for windage and elevation 
and front sight post with protective 
ring, and receiver made to accept the 
HK claw-lock mounts for scopes that 
are found on the other HK90 series 
guns. 

Up front there's a high-impact black 
plastic forepiece (fore end) to hold on 
to during shooting that keeps fingers 
off the 4.5-inch barrel and helps keep 
them away from the muzzle. The pistol 
grip is made of the same material. 

The SP89 and HK94 magazines are 
interchangeable, so you can have the 
standard 15-round magazines that 
come with the gun or use the carbine 
30-round magazines. Other HK acces¬ 
sories available include a sight adjust¬ 
ing tool, claw-lock quick detachable 


scope mount with Weaver system and 
NATO Stanag rail; an HKPSG-1 tar¬ 
get pistol grip, magazine clamp to 
hold two magazines, leather shoulder 
harness and nylon carry rig with maga¬ 
zine pouches. 

HK advertises that the SP89 “sets 
new standards for accuracy and rugged¬ 
ness” and that it functions “under the 
most severe environmental conditions 
and typically gives 5-shot groups of 2 
to 3.5 inches at 50 meters when used 
with high quality ammunition.” 

Its large size, unique design and dull 
black finish give the SP89 an impres¬ 
sive appearance, especially when view¬ 
ed from the business end. It is, there¬ 
fore, not surprising that the anti- 
firearms-ownership groups, promi¬ 
nently among them Handgun Control, 
Inc., have already designated the SP89 
an “assault pistol” and are vigorously 
pressing for a total ban on private 
ownership of the gun. However, the 
SP89 has the same capabilities as vir¬ 
tually all other modern 9 mm semi¬ 
automatic pistols available to the 
public. Attempts to ban guns such as 
the SP89 reveal the true goal of HCI 
and the other anti-gun organizations: 
the total elimination of private owner¬ 
ship of all guns.

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Sun, Water, Poison Plants, Etc 


With all the Fun stuff to do, special problems may present themselves

ummer is a fun time of year. Lots 
of activities such as fishing, boat¬ 
ing, swimming, hiking, and camping. 
Lots of stuff to do. People just seem 
to be more active with the warmer 
weather. 

All of this activity is fine, but it 
should be realized that with all of the 
fun stuff to do, there are special 
problems that can present themselves. 
The main problems related to summer 
as far as medical emergencies go are 
heat exhaustion, heat stroke, sunburn, 
drowning, poisoning by plants, and

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insect bites. Let's discuss these item 
by item. 

Heat Exhaustion — Heat exhaustion 
is a common problem. It often occurs 
when someone works hard in the heat 
and does not have an adequate fluid 
intake. What basically happens is that 
when the body's temperature starts to 
increase with exercise, especially in a 
warm and humid environment, the 
blood collects, to a degree, near the 
skin’s surface in an effort to cool down. 
Sweating also occurs. For sweating to 
be effective in reducing the body’s tem¬ 
perature, it must be able to evaporate. 
When there is clothing and a high rela¬ 
tive humidity, this is hampered. 
Problems can follow. 

The signs of heat exhaustion can 
include rapid and shallow breathing, 
a weak pulse, cool and clammy skin, 
and heavy perspiration. Symptoms 
include weakness, sometimes total, diz¬ 
ziness and nausea. 

Treating the victim of heat exhaus¬ 
tion is usually simple. If at all poss¬ 
ible, move the victim to a cool place, 
possibly with air conditioning or shade. 
It is important not to cool a victim 
down too much too soon. The victim 
must rest and should lie down. They 
have, to a degree, experienced hypovo¬ 
lemic shock, and rest is very impor¬ 
tant. Often these things will correct 
a mild case of heat exhaustion. 

Additional treatment might be war¬ 
ranted, especially if the victim pro¬ 
gresses slowly or not at all. You can 
remove clothing which will help cool 
the victim's temperature down a bit. 
Fans help remove heat also. Sometimes, 
and only when a victim is fully able 
to swallow on their own, you can give 
fluids by mouth. Some medical text¬ 
books suggest a salted water solution: 
teaspoon of salt to a quart of water, 
limiting its amount as the victim may 
vomit or choke if it goes down the 
wrong pipe. It is appropriate to notify 
the iocal E.M.S. (Emergency Medical 
Services) systems as the problem could 
recur and/or there could be a serious 
underlying cause. 

Heat Stroke — I once asked a doctor 
what causes heat stroke and he said 
that it’s not really known. We do know 
that it is directly related to the shut¬ 
ting down of the body's ability to per¬ 
spire. This causes no heat loss by 
evaporation, therefore raising the 
budy's temperature, sometimes to a 
dangerously high level. 

Signs of heat stroke can include: deep 
breaths initially, followed by shallow 


ones, a strong, rapid pulse, followed by 
a rapid and weak one. Other signs are 
dilated (enlarged) pupils of the eyes, 
loss of consciousness, and sometimes 
convulsions. The obvious sign with heat 
stroke is hot and dry skin. 

This is a true emergency! The victim 
must be cooled down NOW. If at all pos¬ 
sible, move the victim to a cool place 
and begin cooling. Methods can include 
wrapping the victim in wet towels, 
then pouring cold water over them. Ice 
or cold packs placed in the armpit area, 
groin, ankles and the neck will often 
help as the blood passes close to the 
skin at these points and will be cooled 
down to a degree. Again, alert the 
E.M.S. system, and if it is delayed, 
consider placing the victim in an ice 
water-filled tub, if you can. Be prepared 
to institute life saving measures such 
as airway maintenance and C.P.R. 
(cardiopulmonary resuscitation). 

Plant Poisoning in the 
United States: the most 
common poison plants 
are poison ivy, poison 
oak, and poison sumac. 

Sunburn — Sunburn should be han¬ 
dled accordingly by the degree of burn 
created. Usually it is a First degree 
burn. The sign of a first degree burn 
is skin that is reddened. Most sunburns 
are minor in nature, but can be very 
painful and in some cases require a 
doctor’s attention. 

Obviously the best cure is to not get 
sunburned in the first place. Preven¬ 
tion includes wearing adequate cloth¬ 
ing, a good sunscreen lotion, and limit¬ 
ing one’s exposure to the rays. The 
problem is that one is often sunburned 
before one realizes it. 

If the burn is mild, a topical ana¬ 
esthetic lotion or cream may be effec¬ 
tive. More severe cases should be 
treated as any other burn. Most sun¬ 
burns that require more treatment 
than creams are those involving second 
degree burns or those that cover a 
large part of the body These burns 
should be covered with cool water- 
soaked dressings. You do not want to 
cool the victim, but stop the burning 
process. As a general rule, burns cov¬ 
ering more than about 10 percent of 
the body get a dry dressing instead of 
a cool, wet one. I would strongly sug¬ 
gest seeing a doctor at an office or a 
local emergency room. It may be em¬ 
barrassing, but let me tell you, sun¬ 
burn can hurt like hell, and I’ve seen 


lots of sunburn victims in my am¬ 
bulance and in a hospital’s emergency 
rooms. Common sense should override 
embarrassment. 

Drowning — Drowning is common. All 
too common. About five people per 
100,000 drown annually in the United 
States. All but 10 percent of these 
drown within 10 feet of safety. What 
makes this sadder yet is that alcohol 
is involved in up to 80 percent of 
drownings. 

What happens when a person 
drowns? First, there are two types of 
drownings. One is the “dry” drowning. 
This is where the epiglottis and the 
larynx spasm down, letting a little water 
into the lungs. The victim asphyxiates. 
The other type of drowning is “wet.” 
Eighty percent of drownings are wet. 
Initially the spasm of the larnyx occurs, 
but as the victim struggles and be¬ 
comes unconscious, it relaxes and the 
victim aspirates water into the lungs. 
Often there is no lung movement and 
a little water gets in. 

The victim needs to be rescued and 
resuscitation measures started at once. 
As soon as the victim and rescuer are 
at the surface, mouth-to-mouth breath¬ 
ing should be started, if at all possible. 
On shore or in the boat or at poolside, 
if the victim is pulseless, external 
cardiac compression should be started. 
This procedure should be done by 
trained individuals, and I strongly 
endorse C.P.R. training. Do not attempt 
to get water out of the lungs as very 
little, if any, will usually have gotten 
in. Instead, concentrate on getting air 
into the lungs. 

Now let’s talk about a couple of 
drowning complications. One of these 
is a possible neck injury. Ninety per¬ 
cent of drownings occur in inland 
waters and pools. Any drowning where 
a fall or dive could have caused a neck 
injury should have special consider¬ 
ations. The priority is getting the vic¬ 
tim rescued and providing appropriate 
resuscitation efforts. Try to be careful 
with the victim’s neck and back.. Turn 
the victim as a unit, avoiding all twist¬ 
ing, bending, and shaking. A backboard 
or subsitute will be a great value, and 
it or a substitute is suggested. Alter¬ 
native airway opening mechanics such 
as the modified jaw lift should be 
employed. 

The other complication with drown¬ 
ing is immersion in cold water. This 
is often a good complication, consider¬ 
ing. What happens is that when a 
mammal is placed in cold water (under

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Survival Threats: 


Seven Enemies 


‘The survivor's skills and abilities in dealing with each and every 
threat will determine the outcome of his/her predicament ’ . .

JT7T VERY survivor, regardless of his 
JJj or her situation, be it a result of 
nuclear holocaust, earthquake, plane 
crash or what have you, will be faced 
with a variety of threats to their con¬ 
tinued existence. 

Exhaustive, detailed studies have 
demonstrated that the survivor, in 
order to survive, must have the abil¬ 
ities required to cope with seven fac¬ 
tors that may affect well being. Those 
seven factors are referred to as the 
“Seven Enemies of Survival” — pain, 
thirst, hunger, fear, fatigue, temper¬ 
ature and boredom & loneliness. 

Not every survivor will be faced with 


all these enemies, but is virtually 
assured that at least one will present 
itself during the survival debacle. The 
survivor’s skills and abilities in deal¬ 
ing with each and every threat will 
determine the outcome of his or her 
predicament. 

Let’s examine the enemies one- 
by-one. 

Pain — Generally speaking, pain does 
more good in many instances than 
harm. Pain is the mind’s only means 
of informing you that some sort of 
damage has been sustained by the body, 
and that you had better tend to that 
damage immediately if you wish to go 
on living. On the other hand, trau¬ 
matic injuries such as sudden dismem¬ 
berment or extensive third degree 
burns may cause shock — the mind’s 
refusal to accept what has happened 
to the body — to set in. 

Pain ranges from minor, annoying 
pain, say that caused by a blister on 
your heel, to major, debilitative pain, 
such as that caused by a compound 


fracture of a major bone with accom¬ 
panying arterial bleeding. Regardless 
of the level of pain, the determined 
survivor must deal with it quickly and 
efficiently. In survival situations, a 
seemingly innocuous wound can be¬ 
come life threatening in a very short 
period of time. 

That scratch you received, should you 
allow it to become infected, may mani¬ 
fest itself into a dire emergency. Tend 
to all wounds and other ailments at 
your first opportunity. Failure to do so 
may cost you more than you can afford. 
The survivor who lacks extensive emer¬ 
gency first aid skills is a threat to his 
own existence. 

Thirst — The human body requires 
several quarts of water each day to 
carry out its basic metabolic functions. 
Exactly how much water your body will 
need in a survival situation will de¬ 
pend on a number of factors: ambient 
temperature, level of physical exertion, 
humidity, physical condition, and so on. 
Without that all-important water, your 
body will cease to function. You must 
have water. 

We lose water through a variety of 
means, such as perspiration, exhala¬ 
tion, urination and defecation. If you 
fail to replace the water you use, the 
killer known as dehydration will set 
in. Dehydration is one of the most seri¬ 
ous physical ailments a survivor can 
be faced with. 

At the Navy Survival School in Ran¬ 
geley, Maine, where I am a wilderness 
survival instructor, our students suffer 
from dehydration more than any other 
malady, despite the stress their instruc¬ 
tors put on hydration. Symptoms of 
dehydration include dark urine, head¬ 
ache, nausea and disorientation. Be 
alert for these early signs. Missing 
them could lead to your demise. 

Found a dry river or stream bed? Dig 
down on the outside bends a couple 
of feet. Water may be just below the 
surface. 

Carry at least a section of clear plas-

tic with you and a length of surgical 
tubing. They will come in handy when 
constructing a solar still. 

Those birds all heading in one direc¬ 
tion at dawn and dusk are quite likely 
to be heading for a source of water. 

Check your map. Tiny streams or 
perhaps a spring can often be located 
in draws or at the base of cliffs. 

Regardless of where you find your 
water, purify it before drinking. Clar¬ 
ity is not a reliable indicator of purity. 
Nasties such as Campylobacter jejuni 
and Giardia lamblia can kill you right 
quick in the case of Campylobacter, 
or make you wish you were dead if 
Giardia is what you picked up. 


Any nor.-poisonous snake, such as this garter 
snake, can transmit tetanus to an unsuspecting 
victim, should he be bitten. 


Hunger — When confronted with a 
long-term survival episode, food will 
become more than a nicety. It will be 
a necessity. Hunting, trapping and 
gathering skills take time, patience 
and practice to master. If you intend 
to survi ve, a mediocre level of know¬ 
ledge and ability in these fields won’t 
cut it. You are going to have to become 
darn good at food acquisition. 

One of the most challenging and 
rewarding talents a survivor can devel¬ 
op is plant identification. A wise sur¬ 
vivor will become adept at identifying 
the flora in his area of operations long 
before he is actually required to put 
those skills to the test for real. Ten 
minutes after an 8.0 earthquake levels 
your city or hometown is not the time 
to start brushing up on what plants 
you can eat safely and which ones you 
can’t. 

Use the universal taste test for all 
flora that you can’t positively identify. 
Remember, you cannot consume any 
different plants during this 24-hour 
test. (For more information about the 
universal taste test, consult How 7b 
Survive On Land and Sea by Frank and 
John Craighead, and The SAS Sur¬ 
vival Manual by John Wiseman.)

Mushrooms are a debatable topic 
when it comes to survival. Though 
many of the more than 500 species of 
mushrooms growing in North America 
have toxic look-a-likes, and most are 
mostly water with minimal nutritional 
value, some can be harvested in a 
pinch. If you cannot absolutely posi¬ 
tively identify the mushroom you are 
considering eating, DC) NOT EAT IT! 

Hunting for game can be very pro¬ 
ductive, though trapping is preferred. 
Why? Trapping allows the survivor to 
be tending to other tasks important 
to his or her survival while the traps 
and snares that were set earlier are 


out in the bush doing their job. The 
crafty survivor who sets out 20 snares 
and then returns to camp to tighten 
up their shelter or tend to some other 
chore is wiser than the person who 
simply wanders off in search of a hare, 
hoping he gets a shot at one. When 
you set out 20 well-constructed traps 
or snares, you have 20 hunters hunt¬ 
ing for you. 

When setting a snare, remember two 
things: simplicity is almost always 
best, and set each snare for a speci¬ 
fic species of game. General purpose 
snares are often much less effective 
than a specialized one. 


Game trails are prime locations for well placed 
snares or hunting ambush sites. 

Fear — Fear can be a great catalyst. 
It may force a victim of some disaster 
or accident into action, action that may 
save their life. However, that action 
will not be possible if the survivor 
lacks self-confidence. One acquires this 
vital commodity by attaining two 
things — knowledge and experience. 
Once you have those items, self-confi¬ 
dence will begin to build within you. 

Fear has been known to give birth 
to a deadly offspring — panic, that 
sudden, unexpected and overwhelming 
terror that destroys a person’s capacity 
for self-help. Once panic sets in a sur¬ 
vival situation, the could-have-been 
survivor is in mortal danger. 
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With the right snow conditions, a snow hut can be constructed to ward off the potentially devastating 
effects of cold weather extremes. 



In tropical climates, sea grapes may be abundant 
along the shore, providing the survivor with a 
tasty meal. 


When you feel that hot, boiling sen¬ 
sation deep in the pit of your stomach 
and your mind begins to race, stop. 
Think. Make a decision. Trust your¬ 
self. Make that decision and stick by 
it. If it is the right decision, you will 
survive. If not, well, if not, then you 
will have no further worries. Had you 
taken the time to get the aforemen¬ 
tioned knowledge and experience, 
chances are you wouldn’t be facing this 
latest problem in the first place. 

Look at it this way. You have the 
rest of your life to get out of this sit¬ 
uation. Go for it. 

Fatigue — Fatigue is your body’s way of 
telling you it needs rest. If you feel 

yourself becoming fatigued, and if the 

situation permits, stop and rest. Fail¬ 
ure to do so may lead to exhaustion. 
An exhausted survivor may be unable 


to recognize one or perhaps several of 
the Seven Enemies. 

If you are not in good physical con¬ 
dition, you are unprepared for survival. 
Partner, you may have to run in order 
to save your own life or the life of a 
friend or loved-one. Picture it. While 
hiking the Appalachian Trail or “AT,” 
your buddy slips on a moss-covered 
rock and suffers a serious concussion. 
Cerebral-spinal fluid (CSF) is running 
out of his ears and nose. If you move 
him, you may inadvertently kill him. 
You stabilize and cover him to hope¬ 
fully delay the effects of shock. Route 
4 is five miles distant. Get going. 

Your friend’s life now depends on 
your physical condition. Are you going 
to let him down? 

Temperature — We have all been cold 
and we have all been hot. Usually we 
have some means at our disposal to 
thwart the effects of the cold or heat. 
That means is normally very con¬ 
venient in our day-to-day lives. In a

survival situation, however, that means 
may be anything but convenient. 

A sound working knowledge of primi¬ 
tive shelter construction and fire build¬ 
ing are prerequisites for survival. A 
well-rounded survivor will be skilled 
in the art of shelter construction under 
the most trying of conditions. His fire 
building skills will be just as sharp. 
Extremes in temperature take the lives 
of could-have-been survivors every year 
because they lacked the skills needed 
to save their own lives. Don’t let this 
be you. 

When is the last time you tried 
building a wind and rain resistant 
primitive shelter out in the bush? 
Attempted to get a usable fire going 
lately with only one match and some 
marginal tinder, kindling and fuel? 
Practice in these almost lost arts is 
essential if you are to survive when 
the going gets ugly. Brush up on them 
now. You may need them tomorrow. 

Boredom, Loneliness — Strangely 
enough, boredom and loneliness are 
two of the most commonly experienced 
emotions in survival predicaments. 
Countless survivors have told their res¬ 
cuers of profound feelings of intense 
boredom during their debacle. They 
said that there was simply nothing to 
do. But when their particular situa¬ 
tion was examined in detail, it is often 
found that from a survival stand-point, 
there was much the survivor could 
have done to make his situation more 
comfortable and safe. Once again, 
knowledge and experience are seen to 
play an important role here. 

The survivor must constantly be 
thinking about the means available to 
him or her to help insure their sur¬ 
vival. If you are bored or feeling lonely, 
you are not engaging in productive 
thought. Again we see that an enemy 
of survival can be used to our benefit. 
If you can recognize boredom and lone¬ 
liness as they begin to set in, you can 
use that very recognition as a tool of 
sorts to force you into action. There 
is always something to be done when 
surviving. Always. 

To fight these Seven Enemies, apply 
the “Pattern For Staying Alive.” This 
is a systematic approach to survival. 
All Seven Enemies can be successfully 
fought if the survivor has skills in five 
areas — first aid, signal construction 
and use, fire building, food and water 
procurement, and shelter building. 
Become proficient at these five skills, 
and the Seven Enemies of Survival will 
be exposed as charlatans who prey on 
the weak. Be strong and survive! • 
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Hazardous Materials: 


Illegal Dump Sites 


Playing it safe is your best protection.. .

Not knowing what has been dumped or buried in an illegal dump site 
could be the greatest danger to you. 


Playing it safe is your best protec¬ 
tion if you come upon what appears 
to be an illegal dump site! Immedi¬ 
ately move away from the dump site 
and head up wind if at all possible. 
DO NOT walk into or touch any spilled 
materials. Avoid breathing in any 
gases, fumes and smoke. DO NOT 
assume that gases and vapors are 
harmless because there is no odor. 
Remove and isolate contaminated 
clothing if you have come in contact 
with any hazardous materials. Imme¬ 
diately flush skin or eyes with run¬ 
ning water for at least 15 minutes. You 
should seek additional emergency first 
aid if it is needed as soon as possible. 

The last thing on one’s mind while 
enjoying the great outdoors is the 
thought of finding an illegal dump site. 
If you happen upon what you suspect 
may be illegal dumping of hazardous 
materials, help protect the environ¬ 
ment by promptly reporting the dump 
site to local police/fire officials or the 
state EPA (Environmental Protection 
Agency) office. • 


A S our nation’s landfills for waste 
disposal fill up, illegal dump sites 
can occur anywhere without warning. 

The definition of an illegal dump site 
is a place where non-hazardous or 
hazardous materials are intentionally 
and illegally dumped. Legal dump 
sites on the other hand, must be care¬ 
fully selected, prepared and monitored 
to ensure that human or animal life 
is not endangered by a polluted 
environment. 

Hazardous materials refers to those 
substances which are harmful to 
human health and the environment. 
These substances are used in agricul¬ 
ture, consumer goods, industry, medi¬ 
cine and research. They present a 
threat when they are released into the 
environment. They include explosives, 
gases (poisonous, flammable and non¬ 
flammable), flammable liquids and 


solids, poisonous and infectious ma¬ 
terials, radioactive materials, toxic 
chemicals and many other substances 
which may be considered hazardous. 

Many hazardous chemicals and gases 
cannot be detected by human senses 
because they are colorless and odor¬ 
less. Other chemicals discolor the 
ground or water and some produce a 
strong odor. 

Dangers from hazardous materials 
are fires, explosions and contamina¬ 
tion. The release of toxic gases may 
cause immediate death or disablement 
if inhaled. Some chemicals can cause 
painful and damaging burns to the skin 
if you come in direct contact with them. 
Water resources, if contaminated, 
would be unsafe and unusable. Also, 
long term dangers of the release of 
hazardous materials into the environ¬ 
ment may involve disease or birth 
defects.

Gov’t Model 

Compact edition of the famed 9 mm handgun. . . 


If 7 E have done reviews of RLE. 
rr Corporation’s TZ-75 and im¬ 
proved TZ-75 Series 88 9 millimeter 
double-action semautomatic pistols in 
our July 1984 and November 1988 
issues, respectively. 

The Italian-made TZ-75 pistols are 
based on the original Czech CZ-75 9 
mm pistol and have been well received 
in this country. They are imported by 
F.I.E. Corp., which now also imports 
a compact TZ-75 called the Govern¬ 
ment Model which, like the standard 
Series 88 TZ-75s, is available in 9 mm 
and .41 AE (Action Express) calibers. 

The Government Model TZ is % of 
an inch shorter (7 Vs inches overall 
length) and inch less in height (514 
inches high) than the standard TZ-75, 
with 3 5 /8-inch barrel, compared with 
a 4V2-inch barrel in the standard TZ 
pistol. The all-steel Government Model 
comes in either satin (matte) chrome, 
blue or combination satin chrome and 
blue finishes. The grips on our test 
model were polished walnut. It featured 
three-dot fixed sights and bobbed ham¬ 
mer. The Government Model has a 12- 
round magazine (standard TZ has a 
15-rd magazine). Its Colt-type safety 
allows it to be carried “cocked and 
locked ” with a round chambered if the 
shooter desires, or with hammer down 
on a loaded chamber for double-action 
carry. 

Our test shooting with several types 
of 9 mm ammunition provided good 
results. We found the Government 
Model a well made, accurate gun. 
Although we did not obtain the same 
accuracy as with the standard, longer 
barrel TZ-75s we’ve shot, we were well 
satisfied with the accuracy of this 
gun. Its weight (2 pounds, 2 ounces 
empty) helps keep down recoil for fast¬ 
er target acquisition for follow-up 
shots. All in all a very solid, well con¬ 
structed, straight shooting and potent 
pistol well suited for concealed carry. 
Suggested retail price is $499. For 
more information contact the importer, 
F.I.E. Firearms Corp., Dept. ASG, P.O.

Firestar

Ilf ITH the new Firestar, the Span- 
rr ish arms maker Star Bonifacio 
Echeverria claims to have produced the 
smallest full-house 9 millimeter pistol 
available commercially in the world. 

This appears to be true, as far as I 
am aware. This diminutive, slim, 8-shot 
(7 in magazine + 1 in chamber), single¬ 
action semiautomatic handgun is ideal 
for concealed carry and as a backup 
pistol. Its all steel construction and 
handsome looks are added attractions. 

The Firestar is available in “Star¬ 
ve!” (electroless nickel) or blue finishes 
and there is an extended magazine 
available adding one round and giving 
those with large hands a better hold 
on the gun. 

Our test gun, loaned to us by GSAD 
of Redondo Beach, California, a na¬ 
tional distributor of these pistols, has 
the Starvel finish with black check¬ 
ered rubber grip panels. The sights are 
a fixed rear square notch and front 
post arrangement with white dots 
added to aid in sighting in low light 
conditions. 

There are five safety features. The 
ambidextrous manual safety locks both 
the slide and hammer when the wea¬ 
pon is uncocked and only the hammer 
when it is cocked. There is an auto¬ 
matic firing pin safety which keeps the 
firing pin blocked until the trigger is 
pulled all the way through. A half- 
cock safety notch on the hammer pre¬ 
vents it from striking the firing pin 
if the gun is dropped on the hammer 
or slips forward while being cocked. 
A magazine safety disengages the trig¬ 
ger bar from the sear when the maga¬ 
zine is removed and the gun will not 
fire unless the magazine is in place. 
And finally, a locking safety prevents 
the pistol from firing until the barrel 
and slide are in their fully closed fir¬ 
ing position. 

The Firestar is fairly heavy, weigh¬ 
ing in at 1.88 pounds with an empty 
magazine inserted. This is good for a 
small pistol like this, as it helps keep 


Magazine capacity is 7 rounds. An extended 
magazine is available which holds 8 rounds and 
provides a better grip for big-handed shooters. 


Field stripping is simple and similar to the 1911A1 
pistol. It begins with lining up notches at the rear 
of the slide and frame. No tools are required. 


Test shooters tended to shoot a little low and to 
the left with the gun but found it pretty accurate 
out to 25 yards with offhand shooting. 
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down recoil and muzzle rise during fir¬ 
ing. You notice the recoil more in this 
gun, with its short 3.4-inch barrel. 

Trigger travel is slight, only about 
.2 of an inch measured from the center 
of the trigger, and the trigger pull is 
about 7 pounds—heavy enough for 
safety purposes but still light enough 
for good accuracy. 

We test fired the Firestar using 
Mi wall 124-grain andFiocchi 115-grain 
full metal jacketed ammo along with 
some Federal Hydra-Shok 147-grain 
jacketed hollow points. We fired the 
gun with one- and two-hand holds at 
targets 15 to 25 yards away with slow 
aimed and rapid fire. The gun never 
jammed or otherwise malfunctioned. 
We tended to shoot a little low and to 
the left with this pistol, but had no 
trouble hitting the targets repeatedly. 

The Firestar is an appealing, very 
compact, well designed and built little 
powerhouse of a pistol. It would appear 
to be a good choice for a variety of self 
defense and law enforcement purposes. 
Its only drawbacks that we can think 
of might be its smaller magazine capac¬ 
ity in comparison with other modern 
9 mm semiauto pistols on the market, 
and that it may not fit big-handed peo¬ 
ple comfortably, but this can be reme¬ 
died by use of the optional extended 
magazine which also adds one round 
of firepower.

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Lessons Of History: 


Ominous Parallels 


Wars break out despite the efforts of reasonable people to maintain peace. . . 

- By Anthony Young- 


T HE sweeping changes for demo¬ 
cratic reform that continue to 
take place in Eastern Europe, the 
widespread ethnic unrest in the Soviet 
Union and that country’s unprecedent¬ 
ed military buildup would appear to 
be unrelated but they may be pieces 
of a puzzle that will be solved in 
the 1990s. 

What are the implications of these 
events for America? Is it possible these 
events, along with others, could result 
in eventual war? The answer may lie 
in similar events that have taken place 
in this century. 

Every American generation has 
yearned for peace, yet every genera¬ 
tion has been touched by war, either 
foreign or domestic. 

Wars break out despite all the efforts 
of reasonable people to maintain peace. 
None knew this better than Winston 
Churchill, one of the most brilliant, 


visionary political leaders of this cen¬ 
tury. It was Churchill’s belief that the 
seeds of World War II were sewn in 
the ashes of World War I. The Great 
War, as WWI is sometimes known, 
raged between 1914 and 1918 and cost 
10 million lives. Germany, the prime 
aggressor, signed the Treaty of Ver¬ 
sailles on June 28, 1919. The treaty 
limited the German army to 100,000 
men, curtailed the manufacture of 
arms and munitions, outlawed its air 
force and reduced its navy. The Allied 
Control Commission was established 
to supervise Germany’s disarmament. 
To insure compliance with the treaty, 
the Rhineland would be occupied by 
Allied troops for 15 years. The Repa¬ 
rations Commission established by the 
treaty forced Germany to pay 132 bil¬ 
lion gold marks ($33,000,000,000) to 
Britain, France and the United States. 
This infuriated the German govern¬ 


ment and led to massive inflation. 

With Germany now unable to pay 
reparations, the United States stepped 
in with huge loans, first under the 
Dawes Plan of 1924 and later with the 
Young Plan of 1928. The loans were 
made essentially to revive the Ger¬ 
man economy to permit payment of 
reparations. What it did was permit 
Germany to make payments with its 
former enemy’s own money! With these 
loans, Germany was able to slowly and 
unobtrusively rebuild its war-making 
capabilities. 

In 1926 Germany joined the League 
of Nations. Despite its disarmament 
violations, Germany succeeded in hav¬ 
ing the Allied Control Commission dis¬ 
banded and the Commission’s final, 
damaging report on German violations 
suppressed. The Kellogg-Briand Pact 
of 1928 outlawed war as a means of 
settling disputes and was eventually 
signed by 65 nations, including Ger¬ 
many and the Soviet Union. By signing 
other treaties, Germany succeeded in 
having Allied occupation troops with¬ 
drawn from the Rhineland in 1930 — 
five years ahead of schedule. The Allied 
powers succumbed to the German 
facade of good faith, a mistake that 
would prove costly. 

For a decade, Adolf Hitler had been 
persistently clawing his way up the 
political ladder of power and in Janu¬ 
ary 1933 became Chancellor of Ger¬ 
many. Once in power, Hitler pursued 
a campaign of further agreements, 
pacts and treaties that strengthened 
Germany’s hand while appearing to 
want only peace. The world believed 
— or wanted to believe — this was really 
true. Only Winston Churchill saw the 
danger. 

As early as 1929, Churchill issued 
a warning in the House of Commons 
that the disarmament agreements 
signed by Britain would come back to 
haunt them. In 1931, he stated Eng¬ 
land’s army was “. . .cut to the bone,” 
little more than “. . .a glorified police 
force.” In 1933, he declared, “Unless 
the people know the truth, one day they

are going to have a very surprising 
awakening. Not to have an adequate 
defense in the present state of the 
world is to compromise the foundations 
of national freedom and independence” 

That same year, a foreign correspon¬ 
dent for The New York Times observed 
the underlying mood and military 
momentum when he wrote, “All the 
talk here has been of peace, yet the 
atmosphere has been far from peace- 
loving” As if to calm fears, Hitler 
stated in an interview on November 
10, 1933, “I am insulted by the per¬ 
sistent assertion I want war. Am I a 
fool? War! It would settle nothing” 
That same day, he made an address 
in Berlin and said, “I am not so sense¬ 
less as to want war. We want peace 
and understanding, nothing else. We 
want to give our hand to our former 
enemies. . . when has the German 
people ever broken its word?” 

Hitler’s actions betrayed his rhetoric. 
In March 1935 the German govern¬ 
ment announced the existence of the 
German air force, military conscrip¬ 
tion and a 36 division army. Neither 
the British press nor Parliament view¬ 
ed this with alarm. That May, Church¬ 
ill proclaimed, “I am astounded at the 
indifference with which the press. . . 
seem to view the fact that the govern¬ 
ment has been utterly wrong about 
German. . . strength.” 

Only Churchill, it seemed, observed 
the rapid growth in Germany’s war 
machine with alarm. “The months slip 
by rapidly,” he stated in July of 1936, 
“ . . if we delay too long in repairing 


our defenses, we may be forbidden by 
superior power to complete the process. 
I say there is a state of emergency. We 
are in danger as we have never been 
in before.” 

Germany had initiated an aggres¬ 
sive spy ring in 1927 to steal defense 
secrets and technology from the United 
States. German agents of the Abwehr 
managed to steal America’s most sen¬ 
sitive secrets relating to defense — 
everything from the Norden bomb sight 
all the way up to battleship plans. A 
sophisticated propaganda campaign 
was launched by front groups through 
newspapers, magazines and other 
channels to influence American pub¬ 
lic opinion regarding Germany and 
endeavor to keep the U.S. from enter¬ 
ing the war once Hitler began his move 
through Europe. 

Churchill had been trying to sound 
the alarm of Nazi military ambitions 
for nearly a decade. For this he was 
ignored by practically all as an 
extremist and warmonger. Treaties 
would ensure the peace, Parliament 
assured the British people. Prime Mini¬ 
ster Neville Chamberlain returned 
from a conference with Hitler in Mu¬ 
nich, Germany, in September 1938 and 
made his famous “peace for our time” 
remark. But Churchill saw Hitler’s 
quest for all of Europe, even Britain. 
That same month, he sadly remarked, 
“Owing to the neglect of our defenses 
... we seem to be very near the bleak 
choice between war and shame. My 
feeling is that we shall choose shame, 
and then have war thrown in a little 


later, on even more adverse terms than 

the present.” 

History proved Churchill right. The 
policy of appeasement failed. Hitler 
carried out all his threats. The Battle 
of Britain took place in the skies over¬ 
head, later followed by the fearsome 
V-l (the first cruise missile) and then 
the V-2 (the first ballistic missile). The 
people of Britain paid a terrible price 
for the policies of their government in 
its unwillingness to grasp the German 
threat. 

U.S.-Soviet Parallels — There are 
ominous parallels between Britain’s 
actions toward Germany and America’s 
actions toward the Soviet Union. When 
World War II finally ended, Churchill 
warned of a new potential threat in 
October 1946 — the Soviet Union. 
Actually, the communist threat began 
with the Bolshevik Revolution of 1917. 
The goal of communism has always 
been the overthrow of democracy and 
capitalism by whatever means neces¬ 
sary. Consequently, the USSR has 
always regarded the U.S. as “the main 
enemy.” For decades it has recruited 
Americans to spy on their own govern¬ 
ment and steal its most closely guarded 
secrets for sale to the Soviets, when 
Soviet agents themselves are not doing 
it. One of the spy operations most 
famous and damaging to American 
national security involved the John 
Walker spy ring exposed a few years 
ago. 

In addition, the Soviets wage a cam¬ 
paign of active measures involving dis¬ 
information and forgeries, front groups 
and friendship societies, and political 
influence operations. All active meas¬ 
ures come under the control of Service 
A of the KGB First Chief Directorate 
in coordination with the International 
Department of the Soviet Communist 
Party Central Committee. Cultural 
exchanges, “sister city” delegations, 
peace and disarmament groups — these 
are just a few of the products of Soviet 
active measures. Former FBI director 
J. Edgar Hoover rightfully called the 
Soviets “masters of deceit.” 

Nowhere has this deception been 
more prevalent that in arms control. 
The Soviets have violated every major 
arms control agreement with the 
United States, including SALT I (Stra¬ 
tegic Arms Limitation Thlks) and SALT 
II, the Limited Test Ban Treaty, the 
Threshold Test Ban Treaty, the Anti-

Ballistic Missile Treaty, the Geneva 
Protocal on Chemical Weapons and the 
Biological Weapons Convention. 

If Soviet actions are any indication 
of future behavior, they may also vio¬ 
late the INF Treaty and START (Stra¬ 
tegic Arms Reduction Talks). 

Conventional arms control talks and 
European troop reductions are a pri¬ 
ority with the Bush Administration 
and the United States continues to seek 
new treaties in good faith at the 
negotiating table. There is an old Rus¬ 
sian proverb that applies here: “I will 
spit in your eyes, and you will say it 
is Holy Water.” 

The Soviet Union now has the most 
powerful strategic, conventional and 
naval forces in the world. It has been 
this way for some time. In 1978, Chief 
of the Soviet General Staff, Marshall 
Nicolai Orgarkov told a startled group 
of U.S. Congressmen visiting Moscow, 
“Tbday, the Soviet Union has military 
superiority over the U.S. Henceforth, 
the United States will be threatened. 
It had better get used to it” 

The Soviet military buildup is now 
so vast, the Pentagon annually pub¬ 
lishes an assessment in “Soviet Mili¬ 
tary Power.” Under Mikhail Gorbachev, 
military spending has actually in¬ 
creased, not diminished. Defense Secre¬ 
tary Dick Cheney has said the United 
States “ . .faces a far more formid¬ 
able Soviet offensive strategic arsenal 
today than we did. . . when Mr. Gor¬ 
bachev came to power.” One only has 
to read the Pentagon book to see the 
gross imbalance between the USSR 
and the US. In addition, the Soviets 
have an anti-ballistic missile system; 
the U.S. does not. In 1975, Congress 
ordered the dismantling of the brand 
new Safeguard Anti-Ballistic Missile 
System. The Soviets have four anti¬ 
satellite (ASAT) systems; Congress has 
prevented the Air Force from deploy¬ 
ing one of our own. The Soviets have 
an extensive civil defense program; the 
U.S. has virtually none. The Soviets 
have a staggering chemical and bio¬ 
logical weapons capability; the US. 
finds such weapons abhorrent. 

Soviet Military Doctrine — Even the 
military doctrine of the Soviet Union 
differs from that of the United States. 
U.S. military doctrine is founded on 
“escalation dominance.” This means 
there would be rising level of military 
force through the spectrum of conflict 
from conventional to nuclear weapons, 
essentially acting one step ahead of the 
enemy in a war. Soviet military doc¬ 
trine is quite clear in this respect. 


Voyennaya Strategiys (Soviet Military 
Strategy) states, “The armed forces of 
the Soviet Union. . . must be prepared 
above all to wage war under conditions 
of the mass use of nuclear weapons. . . 
the basic method of waging war will 
be massed nuclear rocket attack.” 

The U.S. Air Force translation of the 
Soviet manual The Offensive , states, 
“It is recommended that the Soviet 
strike be launched. . . unexpectedly for 
the enemy. Preemption in launching 
a nuclear strike is expected to be the 
decisive condition for the attainment 
of superiority.” 

In the face of expanding Soviet mili¬ 
tary might, the U.S. defense budget 
continues to decline under pressure by 
Congress to reduce the deficit. With 
the apparent collapse of communism 
in the Eastern Bloc European coun¬ 
tries, arguments are raised to cut the 
defense budget further and use the 
“peace dividend” for domestic pro¬ 
grams. Defense secretary Dick Cheney 
is faced with slashing troop strength, 
postponing or canceling modernization 
programs, scrapping new military 
proposals — all while maintaining 
America’s essential national security 
requirements. 

Experts inside and outside our 
government claim we do not need to 
continue our military modernization 
begun under president Reagan in light 
of the diminishing Soviet threat. They 
point to the democratization of Eastern 
Europe, the opening of the Berlin Wall, 
Gorbachev’s own demands to scrap sin¬ 
gle party rule in the Soviet Union and 
the widely heralded Soviet Army with- 
drawl from Afghanistan. While these 
changes are truly historic, these 


“experts” conveniently ignore a basic 
military maxim: “Act according to the 
enemy’s capability; never act accord¬ 
ing to what you think his intentions 
and goals are.” 

The alarming Soviet military buil¬ 
dup, violations of treaties and the fact 
the Soviet Union killed more than one 
and a quarter million men, women and 
children in Afghanistan speak volumes 
about their military capability. In try¬ 
ing to determine Soviet intentions for 
the future, one cannot overlook Soviet 
behavior and capabilities of the past. 

The study of history in this century 
shows that peace treaties and disar¬ 
mament agreements have often been 
violated and disregarded. They are 
drawn up by countries sincerely want¬ 
ing peace and ignored by countries 
wanting conquest. The losers were 
those who put their faith in the ability 
of their government to protect them. 
Despite the prospect of SDI, America 
currently has no defense against incom¬ 
ing Soviet nuclear warheads and no 
civil defense to protect its citizens. 

Witnessing the toppling of com¬ 
munist regimes of the Warsaw Pact and 
the struggles for democracy, the 
widespread protests and violence in the 
ethnic republics of the USSR, the inter¬ 
nal power struggles between Gor¬ 
bachev and hardline Politburo mem¬ 
bers regarding single party communist 
rule, the formidable Soviet military 
machine, and the reunification of Ger¬ 
many may be portents not of peace but 
of future conflict. In light of all this, 
protection against a potential nuclear 
attack is clearly an individual deci¬ 
sion. Now is the time to make the 
necessary preparations. •

r HE flames in the oil lamps gut¬ 
tered low as the tent flap was 
flung back and the generals entered. 
Every one stood in respectful silence in 
the dim light. All eyes were on the 
sweat-drenched figure on the bed. 
Finally one of the older warriors with 
a full, gray beard, the leather of his 
armor softly creaking, drew near. 

He spoke quietly, “Tb whom sire, do 
you wish to leave all this?” 

A moment or two passed; then the 
figure on the bed stirred. The voice, 
a loud whisper, carried throughout the 
tent, “Tb the strongest.” 

And shortly thereafter one of the 
greatest military men the western 
world would ever know, a general who 
conquered in his short lifetime virtu¬ 
ally all of the known world, expired. 
Alexander the Great, not yet 33, had 
died of malaria. 

For thousands of years malaria has 
plagued mankind. As recently as 1950, 
half of us lived in areas where it was 
endemic. It remains the world’s most 
devastating infectious disease in spite 
of the time and money expended in 
the search for effective treatments 
and means of preventing infection. 
Although efforts by public health agen¬ 
cies and — most notably — the World 
Health Organization of the United 
Nations have succeeded in limiting the 
areas where the disease is endemic, 
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absolute control and elimination of the 
disease have proven impossible. 

Typically, the first sign of the illness 
is an abrupt chill accompanied by shak¬ 
ing and even chattering teeth. Follow¬ 
ing the chill, fever with sweats and 
weakness sets in to last as long as 
eight hours during which head and 
muscle aches are common. After the 
fever passes, most victims of the mild¬ 
est of the four malarias feel well until 
the next paroxysm of chills and fevers 
racks their bodies in 48 hours. The 
recurring chills and fever may continue 
for a month (or six months if untreated 
and uncomplicated by further infec¬ 
tions). As the cycles repeat themselves, 
victims gradually feel weaker between 
attacks as the destruction of their red 
blood cells leads to anemia. 

This pattern is typical of two types 
of malaria — vivax and ovale. A third 
sort, malariae, differs mainly in the 
timing of the repeated rigors. The most 
common of these forms is vivax, and 
the good news is that most people do 
recover — even without medical inter¬ 
vention — although they may suffer 
relapses years later. 

In a far more serious type, falcipa¬ 
rum malaria, also known as malig¬ 


nant malaria, the initial chill is no 
more sensation than a shudder, but the 
fever is higher — up to 104 degrees 
— and lasts longer. In addition, severe 
headache accompanies the fever along 
with a general feeling of malaise, 
exhaustion and perhaps nausea. These 
feelings persist between the repeated 
rigors of chill and fever. When the 
headache is excruciatingly severe, then 
high fevers that often top 105 degrees, 
drowsiness and disorientation may sig¬ 
nal a fatal complication known as 
cerebral malaria in which the brain 
itself falls victim to the disease. Fal¬ 
ciparum malaria may also lead to the 
complication known as blackwater 
fever. An attack is marked by high 
fever, shivering and anemia as well as 
the diagnostic black urine. Further 
complications may lead to heart, liver 
and brain damage. 

Without medical treatment all forms 
of malaria will persist for a minimum 
of six months with recurring parox¬ 
ysm. Such attacks may be repeated for 
years in victims of vivax or ovale forms. 
Because red blood cells are destroyed, 
victims become listless and anemic, 
frequently suffer liver damage and 
nearly always have enlarged spleens. 
Even after the acute forms of vivax 
and ovale malaria have been treated, 
relapses may occur years later. In 
untreated falciparum malaria the 
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blood cells stick together to block and 
slow circulation, A massive blockage 
whether in the brain or another major 
organ can cause death. Once the acute 
stages of falciparum and malariae 
forms have been treated, however, 
neither of these forms will recur spon¬ 
taneously. 

Complications — As malaria recurs 
or the individual is re-infected, the 
stakes go up. Plasmodia (protozoa) may 
iodge in various tissues of the body. 
Their common reproductive cycle be¬ 
gins in the liver, which means that 
they are also feeding on liver tissue 
and destroying that organ s function. 
Infected red blood cells filled with 
black waste products may collect in the 
spleen a spongy organ that normally 
weighs five ounces. The concentration 
of infecting plasmodia has been so 
great in some spleens that the organs 
have weighed nearly 20 pounds. Some 
spleens have been so swollen that they 
burst open. 

Malaria can also lead to kidney 
damage, hyperplasia (increase in size) 
of the bone marrow, brain damage and 
degeneration of the heart muscle. In 
addition, the stomach and intestines, 
lungs, lymph nodes, adrenal glands and 
eyes suffer as the blood loses its capac¬ 
ity to carry oxygen throughout the 
body. In short, the basic metabolism 
is unfavorably affected by malaria. Red 
blood cell and white blood cell counts 
may drop, anemia is common and the 
general weakness arising from the dis¬ 
ease may contribute to the victim’s 
eventual death. More dramatically, the 
sticky clumping of red blood cells in 
falciparum malaria can lead to sudden 
blockages and brain death, necrosis 
(cell death) of the liver and death, and 
heart failure leading to death. 

Any fever preceded by chills should 
suggest malaria to your physician. And 
any fever with chills that seems to hang 
on in spite of your own self-diagnosis 
of influenza, should prompt a visit to 
your doctor. 

In spite of a relationship that pre¬ 
dates recorded history, our knowledge 
of malaria was extremely limited until 
the 19th century. Many believed it was 
an illness that emerged from the damp 
earth. The French associated it with 
the fetid air of swamps, and the Italians 
thought it was caused by air pollution 
— bad air, in Italian mal aria. Work 
on determining the scientific cause and 
for the disease was first suc¬ 
cessful a hundred years ago. Such dis¬ 
coveries resulted largely from govern¬ 
ment commitments to research pro¬ 


grams funded in the hope that a solu¬ 
tion to the malaria problem would open 
the malaria-infested portions of the 
world to European exploitation. 

By the end of the 19th century, scien¬ 
tists had established that malaria is 
caused by parasitic infection. The para¬ 
site is one of four varieties of plas- 
modium — vivax, ovale, malariae or 
falciparum. These parasites are types 
of protozoa that complete their life 
cycles by alternately parasitizing man 
and the mosquito. Only one family of 
mosquitos — anopheles — carries the 
plasmodia that cause malaria. There 
are, however, approximately 200 spe¬ 
cies of anopheles mosquitos capable of 
participating in the cycle. These 
mosquitos are distributed worldwide 
in tropical, subtropical and temperate 
climates. They thrive in forests, 
marshes, lakes, creeks, desert puddles 
and still fresh or even brackish water, 
including sloughs, wading pools and 
forgotten rain-filled containers in yards 
and dumps. 

Since the female mosquito needs 
blood for eggs to mature and ensure 
continuation of the species, the mos¬ 
quito itself may be classified as a para¬ 
site. Only the females bite. They drink 
up to 15 times their weight in blood 
at a feeding. For the mosquito’s pur¬ 
poses, the blood may be human or that 
of any other handy red-blooded species 
that will provide the proteins needed 
to nourish those eggs. The female may 
lay 50 to 500 eggs in each brood, and 
she may live long enough to produce 
eight to 10 broods in her short life¬ 
time. Their need for blood is so press¬ 
ing that Sumatran females have been 
known to drink beyond capacity, excret¬ 
ing whole blood as they continue to 
suck. In a normal feeding, the female 
may take in 40 to 50 million red blood 
cells. 

The males, of course, do not bite but 
survive on a diet of the juices from 
fruits and flowers. The females also 
drink these sugary liquids as a kind 
of high energy flight fuel. Like the 
male, the female could survive on fruit 
juices alone. The survival of the spe¬ 
cies, however, depends on her provid¬ 
ing blood for the eggs. 

There is nothing personal in the 
mosquito’s bite. When it’s time to feed, 
she takes off in any direction (she 
prefers to head into the wind) and bites 
the first prey she comes upon. Some¬ 
one sitting up is more likely to be bit¬ 
ten than a reclining companion. Some¬ 
one talking will be attacked before his 
silent friend. Men, according to statis¬ 
tics, are more likely to draw mosquitos 


than women, and people who wear 
rough, dark clothes attract more atten¬ 
tion than those who choose light, 
smooth fabrics. And black people are 
bitten more often than whites. Some 
people apparently smell better to 
mosquitos than others. 

Different families of mosquitos feed 
at different times. Typically, anopheles 
species feed at night on whatever 
warm-blooded prey is handiest. After 
feeding, the female retreats to a dark 
area to rest. Many species of anopheles 
are content to find dark corners in our 
houses or barns. Other species retreat 
to forests, brush or other natural cover. 

Identifying Anopheles — When it is 
not feeding, mating or laying eggs, the 
mosquito rests, giving you the best 
opportunity to observe it and deter¬ 
mine if it is one of the 200 anopheles 
species. If you can see just the shape 
and posture of the resting mosquito, 
you can identify anopheles b}^ her 
characteristic posture — head down and 
abdomen raised at about a 45-degree 
angle. If you can see her in the light, 
you’ll find that she has dappled or spot¬ 
ted wings. 

Where the cycle of malaria begins 
is something of a chicken first/egg first 
question. Although the parasite is less 
important to the mosquito than to man 
we normally assume that the infec¬ 
tion begins with the mosquito and her 
bite. 

When anopheles bites, she saws 
through the skin with her blade-like 
maxillae. These are serrated like saws 
and fit with the mandibles, labrum and 
hypopharynx into the curved labium 
to form the beak or proboscis. As the 
mouth parts break through the skin, 
the labium bends back under the mos¬ 
quito’s body. Once through the skin, 
the apparently rigid beak bends easily 
at a 90-degree angle to probe the flesh 
for capillaries. Using pumps in her 
head, the mosquito sucks blood into 
her alimentary canal. At the same 
time, she squirts saliva into the wound 
through her hypopharynx. In many 
species, the saliva contains an anti¬ 
coagulant which aids in keeping the 
blood flowing. If she is infected, the 
saliva also contains the plasmodia that 
cause malaria. After our first several 
mosquito bites, we develop an immune 
reaction to the saliva (infected or not), 
and our reaction raises the typical 
bump and causes the itching. The 
mosquito will stay in place sucking 
blood until she’s satisfied. Unless, of 
course, her victim physically moves or 
kills her. If she is moved from her first 
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site, she’ll simply return or move onto 
another spot nearby to continue her 
feeding. 

The plasmodium that passes with 
her saliva into the human blood¬ 
stream is a one-celled protozoan. Part 
of its life cycle is spent in man — the 
host, and the rest in the mosquito — 
the vector. During their complex life 
cycle, plasmodia take many different 
forms. The form the mosquito injects 
is a long, slippery sporozoite. As soon 
as it enters the bloodstream, it swims 
for the liver to enter the parenchyma 
(the actual functioning cells rather 
than connective tissue) to grow and 
reproduce asexually by a process known 
as schizogony, a simple fission or split¬ 
ting process. This reproductive cycle 
takes eight or nine days. At the end 
of the cycle, the infested liver cells 
burst to release 10,000 merozoites — 
the plasmodium’s new form. Most of 
the merozoites enter red blood cells 
which they feed on even as they once 
more grow and reproduce by schizog¬ 
ony. In vivax and ovale forms of ma¬ 
laria, some of the merozoites return 
to the liver to repeat the earlier cycle 
of reproduction. This return accounts 
for the relapses and recurrences of 
malaria following treatment of the 
acute phase of the disease. Falciparum 
and malariae plasmodia do not return 
to the liver, which means that relapses 
do not occur. 

The merozoites that enter the red 
blood cells grow and reproduce a num¬ 
ber of times. Each cycle lasts 48 hours 
(except in malariae in which the cycles 
last for 72 hours). At the end of each 
cycle new merozoites are released into 
the bloodstream. At the end of each 
cycle, the fever recurs. In each cycle 
every merozoite produces 16 new mero¬ 
zoites, each of which enters a red blood 
cell. Some of these rather than par¬ 
ticipating in the asexual reproductive 
cycle transform into gametocytes. The 
transformation takes 60 to 90 hours 
and is generally complete at night 
when anopheles feeds. 

After the mosquito has sucked in the 
gametocyte infected blood, the gameto¬ 
cytes pass into her stomach where 
they begin sexual reproduction. They 
take two forms: the male microgameto- 
cyte and the female macrogametocyte. 
These mate to produce the ookinete 
which travels through the wall of the 
stomach to the basement membrane 
where it attaches and develops into an 


oocyst, When the oocyst matures, it 

opens and sporozoites are released into 
the mosquito’s body cavity. They mi¬ 
grate to the saliva glands in the 
mosquito’s head and from there are 
injected into man. 

What may be most remarkable in the 
process is that malaria has ever been 
widespread. To become infected, the 
mosquito must bite at the moment of 
the gametocyte’s maturity. Then she 
must survive long enough — 10 to 12 
days — for the plasmodia to reproduce 
and then be passed into human blood. 
Given the mosquito’s typical life expec¬ 
tancy in the wild, estimated at nine 
to 11 days, the odds against her choos¬ 
ing human prey twice at crucial 
moments must be astronomical. 

Treatment, Prevention — Since 
neither the mosquito nor the plasmo¬ 
dium were suspected of causing ma¬ 
laria until the second half of the 19th 
century, traditional remedies and 
preventatives were truly part of folk 
lore rather than medical science. The 
ancient Chinese used conch shells, 
snake skin, bull rhinoceros horns and 
pangolin scales in powder form and in 
solutions with some success. During 
the reign of Shen Nung (2,838-2,693BC) 
the herbal remedy Ch’ang Shan was 
used, again with some success. This, 
however, has proved too toxic for com¬ 
mon applications today. The most im¬ 
portant of the folk remedies, however, 
is cinchona bark which was first used 
in 1630 to treat don Juan Lopez de 
Cannizares in South America. In 1640 
cinchona bark was introduced in Eu¬ 
rope where it proved valuable for treat¬ 
ing the malaria which raged across the 
continent and through Britain. It may 
well have been partially responsible 
for breaking the parasite’s life cycle in 
northern Europe and clearing that area 
of endemic malaria. In 1820 quinine 
was isolated as the medicinal alkaloid 
of the bark. It remains the standard 
against which new drugs are judged 
for effectiveness. 

Quinine works as a schizontocide, 
killing the plasmoidia while they are 
undergoing schizogony. It does require 
daily doses and a high concentration 
in the blood to be effective. The colon¬ 
ial British maintained their health and 
invented the cocktail hour by keeping 
malaria at bay with gin and tonic — 
quinine water. 

Since the days of the British Empire, 


moat notably since World War II, new 

and effective drugs that kill the plas¬ 
modium in more stages of its life cycle 
have been developed. Those most fre¬ 
quently prescribed for treatment of 
malaria are chloroquine and prima¬ 
quine. Chloroquine may also be pre¬ 
scribed as a prophylactic for those who 
will be visiting areas where malaria 
is endemic. Such treatment begins two 
weeks before the trip and continues for 
six weeks following return. Chloro¬ 
quine kills the schizonts while they are 
in the red blood cells. It can cure fal¬ 
ciparum and malariae forms since the 
merozoites do not return to the liver 
after they have entered red blood cells. 
The primary, unpleasant side effects 
of chloroquine include ocular damage, 
toxic psychoses, neuropathy, cardiotoxic 
reactions and skin disorders. And 
there’s one other problem — some fal¬ 
ciparum plasmodia are resistant to it. 

Curative therapy with primaquine 
is often undertaken for vivax and ovale 
types of malaria. Primaquine is useful 
against gametocytes, the sporozoites 
developing in the mosquito and the 
schizonts lodged in tissues. It is, un¬ 
fortunately, too toxic for use with 
those people whose blood has G6PD 
deficiency. 

Against resistant forms of falcipa¬ 
rum malaria, the old stand-by quinine 
remains effective. Side effects include 
tinnitus (constant ringing in the ears), 
blurred vision, dizziness, headaches, 
abdominal distress and occasional skin 
disorders as well as blackwater fever 
if the quinine does not achieve a cure. 

In general, medical treatment is 
effective although the drugs are so 
strong that toxic side effects cany 
their own hazards. The preventative 
measures long sought through eradi¬ 
cation of the vector would be more 
beneficial by totally eliminating ma¬ 
laria. This has not been possible, but, 
historically, breaking the man and 
mosquito relationship has eliminated 
malaria in many areas. 

Although the plasmodium depends 
upon man for completion of its life 
cycle, the mosquito does not. In fact, 
many speculate that the 17th century 
decline in malaria in Britain and 
northern Europe may have resulted 
from life style changes that brought 
light into human houses and left farm 
animals as the nearest blood sources 
to the mosquitos’ dark resting places. 

The most effective pesticide used 
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against mosquitos in the malaria wars 
was DDT, which we have since learned 
is toxic to the environment itself. 
Meanwhile, many mosquitos have 
become resistant to DDT. Since those 
resistant to the pesticide are the ones 
that survive to reproduce, the resis¬ 
tance is inherited by the next gener¬ 
ations. Thus, less than totally suc¬ 
cessful efforts at eradicating the mos¬ 
quito lead to ultimate failure. Rather 
than achieving partial control, we find 
that a more difficult problem has 
emerged. Fortunately, now, these resis¬ 
tant and infected mosquitos are limited 
to local areas in the tropics and sub¬ 
tropics of Africa, Asia and South 
America. But there is a tendency for 
resistant mosquitos to move into areas 
that have been cleared in previous 
efforts. Our greatest danger in the 
United States arises from the return 
of infected travellers who may unknow¬ 
ingly spread malaria when they are 
bitten by anopheles mosquitoes after 
they return to the United States. 

Here anopheles is wide ranging. The 
common malaria mosquito is prevalent 
south of the Great Lakes from North 
Dakota to Quebec and in Florida, Tfexas 
and Mexico. The western malarial 
mosquito ranges from Canada to Mex¬ 
ico and from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
— pretty well blanketing the United 
States. 

In spite of the nearly ubiquitous 
presence of anopheles in the United 
States, malaria is no longer common 
here. Should it be re-introduced, it 
could spread rapidly among the popu- 

I lation — few of whom are immune.

Knife, Tomahawk 

Throwing 


Knives and Tomahawks make 
great survival weapons. . . 


By Henry Allen 


HE fast growing twin sports of 
knife and tomahawk throwing 
began some years after the end of 
World War II as a revival of the sport¬ 
ing activities on the American front¬ 
iers of a century or more ago. 

As competitive sports, much credit 
for the current popularity of knife and 
tomahawk throwing belongs to the 
many black powder muzzleloading 
organizations that have sprung up all 
over the United States and Canada. 
These twin sports have been an impor¬ 
tant part of muzzleloading activities 
since the early 1960s. For instance, the 
first of such contests in the state of 
Michigan was conducted in 1962 by 
a group of black powder enthusiasts 
in Manistee, where the knife throwing 
competition was won by Harry Mc- 
Evoy of Grand Rapids, and the toma¬ 
hawk contest by John Schippers of 
Wyoming, Mich. This particular “For¬ 
est Skirmish” black powder invita¬ 
tional shoot was a milestone in the 
association of these twin sports with 
the fascinating revival of interest in 
the frontier activities of our ancestors. 

Much of what is now a world-wide 
interest in knife throwing especially, 
can be traced to the post-war activities 
of former WWII Army Air Force Ser¬ 
geant Harry K. McEvoy, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., (mentioned above) who 
is, today, often called “the father of 
modern sport knife throwing” and “the 
throwing knife king of America.” In 
August of 1944 while stationed in an 
Air Force detachment at the old U.S. 
Rubber Co. plant in Detroit, he learned 
the rudiments of the art of knife craft¬ 
ing from the company's metalurgist 
and blacksmith, and under the super¬ 
vision of these two experts McEvoy 
made his first throwing knife. It was 
jokingly called: “a Government job!” 

Since then, over a period of some 
four decades, he has designed and pro-

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cluced more than 30,000 throwing 
knives in some 25 models, all hand¬ 
made after initial shaping by various 
means. 

Educated in journalism at the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois, he has been a free¬ 
lance newsman and feature writer most 
of his life in addition to a 30-year 
career in sales work. Of the 10 pub¬ 
lished books and booklets so far pro¬ 
duced by Harry McEvoy, a total of 
eight cover the arts of either knife 
throwing, tomahawk throwing, or both. 
He has also written a vast number of 
magazine articles on these subjects and 
his goal has always been to bring 
information and proper throwing equip¬ 
ment to two generations of knife throw¬ 
ing and tomahawk throwing enthu¬ 
siasts. He is also a long time member 
and Fellow of the prestigious Company 
of Military Historians of Washington, 
D.C. 

In the spring of 1990 his video tape, 
titled Knife & Tbmahawk Throwing 
for Backyard Recreation, became avail¬ 
able to fellow enthusiasts of every 
nation and climate and of special 
interest to folks interested in survival 
techniques. (See review of the tape in 
this issue). 


As far back as 1945 McEvoy disco¬ 
vered — mostly by trial and error, to 
be sure — the basics of proper throw¬ 
ing knife design. Over the years that 
have followed, these basics have been 
published many times in his writings 
and are accepted as the true basics of 
proper knife and tomahawk design. His 
patterns have been copied by knife 
crafters and manufacturers in a num¬ 
ber of countries and thus testify to the 
accuracy of his designs for the type of 
throwing involved. So if you plan to 
get involved in knife throwing, here 
are these basics to consider: 

1. Get a knife long enough to give 
you maximum control. The suggested 
minimum is 11 inches and the max¬ 
imum is 16 inches. The length most 
popular is 13 to 14 inches overall. 

2. You need sufficient weight for good 
target penetration. It is recommended 
that you select a knife that will weigh 
from one ounce to one and one quarter 
ounces for every inch of overall length, 
with a minimum weight of 10 ounces 
and a maximum of one pound. Any¬ 
thing over 16 ounces will throw more 
like a tomahawk than a knife. This 
would be fine for muzzleloading 
matches where many experts prefer a 


knife that has almost as much weight 
as the tomahawk they throw, but only 
if it has a light handle and a heavy 
blade, such as an oversize Bowie knife. 

3. The most important feature of a 
good throwing knife is the way it is 
balanced for throwing. There are three 
different ways a knife can balance out 
for expert knife throwing and when you 
lay the flat of the blade across your 
index finger to find the “balancing 
point” you can instantly determine if 
that is the type of knife you would 
prefer to throw. 

If it balanced at exact overall center 
or up to one inch back of center and 
has a light handle but a heavy blade, 
that knife is best thrown by the handle 
grip for even spins — one, two, or 
three complete turns. If the balancing 
point is near the hilt — that area 
where blade and handle join, the knife 
would best be thrown by the blade grip. 
(You always grip the light end and 
throw the heavy end first.) 

If the knife balances at exact overall 
center and there are no sharp edges 
to cut the hand, the weapon can be 
thrown by either handle or blade. True 
professional knives, as used by the 
“pros” in their acts, are usually center

balanced. Sharp, double-edged knives 
should not be thrown, except by the 
handle. 

Tomahawks — As for tomahawk 
throwing, McEvoy has recommended 
through his new video tape and his 
books and articles on the subject that 
certain basic features be present if the 
tomahawk is properly designed for 
throwing. These basics are as follows: 

1. Have the “eye” of the tomahawk 
deep enough (1M> to 2 Ms inches) to 
avoid frequent handle breakage on 
improper throws. 

2. The upper corner of the blade 
should be upswept about one inch above 
the top level of the hawk head. This 
corner is called “the leading edge” and 
is the part that should stick in the 
target wood with the handle pointing 
downward at approximately a 45- 
degree angle from the vertical face of 
the target. 

3. The handle itself should be of a 
good grade of hickory if available and 


tapered so that it is dropped into the 
“eye” from the top and thus tightens 
itself with use. 

4. For greater accuracy the overall 
length of the handle should be about 
16 inches, measuring from the top of 
the tomahawk head to the base of the 
handle. A longer handle can diminish 
accuracy in many cases. A good tip is 
to place your thumb on top of the han¬ 
dles as you grip it and let it act as 
a “pointer,” which will greatly increase 
your accuracy. The same basic — the 
thumb on top to act as a “Pointer” — 
also applies to knife throwing. 

In both of the twin sports the thrower 
should stand about 15 feet back from 
the vertical face of the target and 
make an overhand practice throw. 
Harry McEvoy also recommends that 
you stand in a sort of flat footed half 
crouch — a boxer’s stance is similar 
— with left foot forward (if you are 
right handed, and the reverse if you 
are left handed.) You then wind up and 
make the throw with arm and shoul¬ 
der doing most of the body movement. 


The knife is released like it is hot, 

with no wrist snap, when your shoul¬ 
der and the point of the knife are in 
one straight line and when you instinc¬ 
tively know you are lined up with your 
mark. This applies to either throw — 
by handle grip or blade grip — with 
only the distance to the target changed 
to allow for even spins or the one and 
one-half spins by the blade grip. 

You will have to experiment a bit to 
adjust your distance so as to achieve 
a perfect stick with each throw. If the 
knife hits flat with point up, you will 
need to go back a foot or so, and if it 
hits point down you move a bit closer 
to the target. When you find the exact 
distance to stand for a perfect throw 
you should mark the spot, with a stake, 
dig a hole for your foot, but be sure 
to stand on that same spot each time 
you throw. The distance is always 
measured from the target to the back 
foot. The knife is always thrown hard 
and fast. With the tomahawk it is not 
necessary to throw hard, since the 
weight and balance of the hawk does 
the work for you, once it is properly 
in motion. 

The overhand throw with knife and 
tomahawk is the basic way to throw 
these two great instruments and give 
the thrower the most power, velocity 
and accuracy. And if you are ever in 
a survival situation where a thrown 
knife or tomahawk can hopefully in¬ 
sure that survival, the basics of both 
weapons, just described, could make a 
big difference in the life or death of 
yourself or a loved one. 

Also, many varieties of both small 
and big game have been successfully 
taken with knives and tomahawks and 
an experienced hunter with bow or gun, 
who is also familiar with the basics 
of stalking game animals can possibly 
fill his larder from time to time by a 
skillfully thrown knife or hawk.

Malaria

Our freedom from malaria means that 

wg havG not been infected and, thus, 

have not developed the resistance that 
is one benefit of living in an area 
where malaria is endemic. Some groups 
with genetic blood abnormalities such 
as sickle cell anemia or the deficiency 
known as G6PD (found primarily 
among those with ancestors from 
Africa, Sicily, Sardinia, Thailand and 
Indonesia) are also resistant to the 
disease because their red blood cells 
do not provide the plasmodium with 
enough oxygen. Nursing infants whose 
diets are limited to mothers’ milk also 
have some degree of immunity. 

Our normal living standards do pro¬ 
vide good protection from infection. 
Well lit, screened houses keep mos¬ 
quitos out and away. Paved roads and 
walks, well-drained lawns, gardens and 
pastures limit breeding areas. And 
when we do go out at night, lights and 
insect repellents will often keep mos¬ 
quitos away. We may also choose to 
wear light clothes with smooth surfaces 
in order to avoid attracting mosquitos. 
However, natural disasters such as 
Hurricane Hugo or the San Francisco 
earthquake may mean that we spend 
more time in unprotected circum¬ 
stances such as being outside at night 
without repellents or lights. Citronella 
candles can help solve both problems 
in an emergency. 

Spraying pesticides to kill mature 
mosquitos may be more damaging to 
the environment than it is to the pests, 
some of which mate before flying away 
from their natal ponds. It is more effec¬ 
tive to encourage natural predators and 
to destroy larval forms by spreading 
oil or paraffin on puddles to cut off 
their oxygen. It is better still to eli¬ 
minate standing water near homes and 
campgrounds. Although anopheles 
may continue to thrive in the wild, 
feeding on animals to mature her eggs, 
she cannot carry malaria unless both 
man and plasmodium intervene in her 
life cycle at precisely the right times. 

These controls are particularly 
important as mosquitos and plasmo- 
dia have proven their ability to develop 
strains resistant to malarial treat¬ 
ments and pesticides. Intensified chem¬ 
ical efforts require stronger, more toxic 
compounds and endanger the environ¬ 
ment and man more than the original, 
treatable forms of malaria. We can and 
must learn to manage our relation¬ 
ship with the mosquito in order to 
avoid destroying ourselves. ®

The rear rotary sight is adjustable for windage 
and elevation (you will need the HK sight 
adjustment tool or a Phillips head screwdriver and 
a pair of small snap-ring retainer pliers). It has 
four settings with different sized square notches to 
provide different sight pictures for varying ranges 
and light conditions. Front sight post has a 
protective ring. 



The SP89 will accept HK94 Carbine magazines, 
such as the 30-round HK94 magazine shown 
here, which are interchangeable with standard 
SP89 15-round magazines. 

Test Shooting — We took the SP89 
to a public shooting area with some 
Fiocchi 115-grain andMiwall 124-grain 
full metal jacketed ammunition as well 
as some 147-grain Federal Hydra-Shok 
jacketed hollow point ammunition. 

We fired the gun with the 15-round 
magazine that came with it and with 
an HK94 30-round magazine. Firing 
was done from a rest at targets 35 and 
40 yards away and without a rest from 
a standing position from about 15 
yards. 

There are four different sized square 
notch settings on the rear drum sight. 
This is the same sight as that used on 
the MP5 submachine gun and allows 
the user a choice of sight pictures for 
different distances and light conditions. 


The high-impact plastic forepiece is made to keep 
hand and fingers off the barrel and help keep 
fingers away from the muzzle. 

The SP89 will also take the same peep 
aperture rear sight drum that is stan¬ 
dard on the HK91 and 93 rifles. 

The factory specification trigger pull 
of the SP89 is from 5.75 to 7.7 pounds. 
We didn’t have a trigger gauge with 
us to test our gun, which was new, but 
trigger pull seemed a little heavier 
than that to me, which is not unusual 
for a new gun. The take-up on the trig¬ 
ger is smooth. 

We were pleased with the accuracy 
we obtained. At 40 yards with a gun 
rest we were shooting 4- and 5-inch 
groups—not the 2- to 3.5-inch groups 
advertised at a longer range but quite 
satisfactory for initial shooting with 
a gun we were relatively unfamiliar 
with and with a trigger pull on the 


heavy side. It wouldn’t take long to 

tighten those groups up. 

We experienced one jam with the 
third of a three-round rapid fire string 
of the Hydra-Shok hollow points. The 
SP89 is designed to fire any good qual¬ 
ity commercial 9 mm ammunition in¬ 
cluding hollow points and we were una¬ 
ble to determine the cause of this jam. 
Perhaps it had to do with the heavier 
weight of the bullet or its particularly 
sharp edge or the newness of the gun. 
The rest of the ammo was fired, rapidly 
or slowly, without any problems. 

HK voids the 5-year limited warranty 
on the gun if “+P” or “+P+” ammu¬ 
nition is used in the SP89, which 
causes higher chamber pressures and 
increased wear, although the owner’s 
manual states that it is safe to fire 
such ammunition in the SP89. 

With loaded magazines, the SP89 
weighs over 5 pounds. This is no light¬ 
weight pistol, and its large size does 
not make it a good choice for a con¬ 
cealed carry handgun. 

The gun is muzzle heavy, reducing 
recoil and muzzle rise when firing. It’s 
comfortable to handle and easy to aim 
using the excellent sights. One-handed 
shooting is not that difficult with this 
weapon, but using both hands gives 
the shooter much better control. With 
the exception of the jamming problem 
we experienced with hollow points in 
rapid fire, the SP89 performed superbly. 

As a target or home/self defense fire 
arm, the SP89 is in a class by itself 
HK has produced another winner in 
its line of outstanding firearms. •

Mexican Gun Control 

For the last two years I have watched 
at a distance as the American political 
machine has battled over the issue of 


gun control. As an American citizen 
living in mid-western Mexico, I have 
had firsthand witness of a “democratic” 
nation that has done away with the 
check of citizen-owned firearms. We can 
realistically apply the present state of 
Mexico to a firearms-confiscated United 
States. As predicted, the once checked 
government has spilled over into wide¬ 
spread social abuses. It is commonly 
recognized that the federal structure 
is riddled with corruption. Each offi¬ 
cial leaves office a very wealthy man. 
Voting is a joke, with rigged results 
and a single, powerful party as victor 
in every “election.” When the citizens 
wish to protest, there is little they can 
do and the government largely ignores 
them. Secondly, the myth that gun con¬ 
trol reduces violent crime is, here, 
frankly disproved. In this state, where 
the average man is denied the right 
to bear capable arms, shootings and 
domestic murders are rampant. The 
difference here is that almost all guns 
are possessed by narco-traficantes (drug 
traffickers) or street thugs. Citizens 
live in fear of gun owners because vir¬ 
tually every gun owner is a criminal 
or part of the inhumane police force. 
Every house has barred windows, rein¬ 
forced steel doors, and often a high 
protective fence with barbed wire or 
glass shards stuck in cement on top. 
I am often asked by amazed Mexicans 
why American homes rarely have simi¬ 
lar protection. The truth is, that with 
an estimated 50 percent of American 
homes armed, the protection is inside, 
and an intruder would have to be crazy 
to try a forced entry while the occu¬ 
pants were inside.

WT President Lyndon Johnson 
v V violated his oath of office by sign¬ 
ing into law The Federal Firearms 
Act of 1968 which infringed upon our 
constitutionally guaranteed Second 
Amendment right to keep and bear 
arms, I realized then, that unless this 
and other unconstitutional laws are 
repealed, legal private gun ownership 
of any practical defense weapon will 
eventually become non-existent. 

Shortly thereafter, I received a peti¬ 
tion in the mail urging repeal of Fed¬ 
eral Firearms Act of 1968 printed and 
distributed by the National Association 
to Keep & Bear Arms. As soon as I 
read this, I signed and circulated my 
petition and asked why the NRA wasn’t 
doing something like this. When I sent 
in the petition, I also joined the 
National Association to Keep and Bear 
Arms as a Life Member and asked for 
more petitions. 

Having already been a political 
activist for candidates, I then became 
a political activist for our gun rights 
cause and in 1974 I ran for a seat in 
the U.S. Congress against gun prohibi¬ 
tionists in both the primary and gen¬ 
eral elections, but did not receive 
enough support from fellow gun owners 
to win in the November General Elec¬ 
tion in 1974. 

When I asked the NRA for their 
help, I was told, “We are not set up 
to help in political campaigns.” Of 
course, that was before its Institute for 
Legislative Action was formed. 

In 1975, when the big media cam¬ 
paign to “ban handguns” began, I got 
busy and organized a national hand¬ 
gun association which I almost named 
“The National Pistol Association,” but 
decided on using the name “American 
Pistol and Revolver Association” in¬ 
stead. Since then, several gun clubs 
and patriotic organizations have af¬ 
filiated with “APRA” which was later

reorganized in 1978 by Dr. John Grady, 
M.D. as the “American Pistol & Rifle 
Association.” He predicted that all 
guns will become the target of poli¬ 
ticians and by the new bans on “as¬ 
sault” rifles, he was proved right. 

Few people know that the big push 
to prohibit the ownership of military 
style semi-automatic rifles that look 
like their automatic military counter¬ 
parts was started before Patrick Purdy 
pulled the trigger in the school yard. 
California Attorney General John Van 
de Kamp and California’s top law en¬ 
forcement officials like Los Angeles 
County Sheriff Sherman Block were 
trying to get legislation passed to ban 
these types of guns during the year 
before this incident occurred. The 
Stockton school shootings acted as a 
catalyst for this legislation’s passage 
last year in California. 

The media blitz, local city and county 
ordinances and state laws were orches¬ 
trated to deceive people into thinking 
that this is just a local solution to a 
particular firearm such as the AK-47 
in Stockton, Los Angeles or in Califor¬ 
nia, but it isn’t. Nor is it only a national 
goal. 

It is now part of a world wide inter¬ 
national disarmament plan for a one- 
world police state where our citizens 
will no longer have any rights. 

This is why this “gun control” move¬ 
ment is happening everywhere and at 
the same time as talk about using our 
closed military bases for more prison 
space. They will need more prison 
space for the new “criminals” who 
refuse to turn in their guns after being 
denied permits to keep them. 

What amazes me most are the many 
gun enthusiasts that I meet at gun 
shows who agree with me that our poli¬ 
ticians hate guns because they want 
to become our masters yet are not even 
registered to vote. And they don’t even 
know who their local, state and fed¬ 
eral representatives are. 


Also equally amazing are those who 
always vote for the incumbents in office 
while complaining about how bad they 
are. If they are so bad, why don’t they 
vote against them? 

If they are afraid that the ch allenger 
could be worse, then why don’t they 
ask around at gun clubs, gun shows, 
gun shops and wherever gun lovers 
congregate about who they should vote 
for? 

If an anti-gun establishment news¬ 
paper like The New York Times or the 
Los Angeles Times endorses candidates 
that they like, then why aren’t our peo¬ 
ple at least smart enough to vote 
against these candidates? 

Now, the smart gun owners join gun 
organizations like the American Pistol 
and Rifle Association, N.A.K.B.A. or 
similar pro-gun groups and look at the 
list of recommended candidates or at 
the names of the good officeholders 
appearing on the letterhead of that 
organization. After all, isn’t our free¬ 
dom worth a lot more than just the 
price of a telephone call or dues for 
membership in a pro-gun organization? 

You can also receive valuable infor¬ 
mation on gun legislation, including 
copies of the actual gun bills that have 
been voted on or that are being 
considered. 

Isn’t it also interesting to know that 
it is the very same legislators who 
oppose the death penalty, more prisons, 
longer sentences and who favor the 
A.C.L.U. soft-on-crime programs who 
also want to prohibit the decent law 
abiding citizens from having the means 
to protect themselves from the same 
criminals who these “bleeding heart 
liberals” protect? 

Far too often, I meet gun owners who 
think that their gun is a magic wand 
that can solve all the world’s problems. 
That is just as ridiculous as those reli¬ 
gious fanatics who say, “I don’t need 
a gun, because God will protect me.” 

For those who think that they can 
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hide away their gun, how would you 
explain your self-defense shooting of 
a dangerous criminal who tried to rape 
your wife or kidnap your kid? Would 
you try to extract the bullet and explain 
that you used a kitchen knife instead? 

I strongly suggest that you get active 
in the political fight now\ It is 
much easier to win a political battle 
than a real blood-and-guts battle 
against professionally trained and far 
better equipped government troops who 
have the very latest equipment, includ¬ 
ing night vision and listening devices.

Without a Trace 

Ten tips for low-impact camping. . . 



Low-impact camping is a sign of respect for the land and fellow campers. 


By Scott Stoddard 

L ow-impact camping means tread 
lightly. Protect rather than des¬ 
troy. Leave it cleaner than you found 
it. Melt into the environment and leave 
no trace. Above all, it’s an attitude 
and method for healthy living in the 
outdoors. 

This style of camping has nothing 
to do with tree hugging environmen¬ 
talists, Hollywood rock stars, or liberal 
politicians. Low-impact camping isn’t 
a fad, it’s not exclusively for yuppie 
backpackers who look like they’ve 
stepped out of an L.L. Bean catalog. 

Minimum impact involves principles 
that most outdoorsmen and survival- 
ists can appreciate: the nomad’s respect 
for the land, the guerrilla warrior’s 
stealth, the American Indian’s har¬ 
monious use of nature. The following 
ten tips are guidelines for low-impact 
camping. See how many you have al¬ 
ready incorporated into your own camp¬ 
ing techniques. 

1. Prepare well — don’t plan on liv¬ 
ing off the land. Bring clothing and 
equipment that will keep you warm, 
dry and comfortable. Know the basics 
of first aid, navigation, and survival. 
Take adequate food and water. Know 
all you can about your area and the 
route you will take. 

2. Management guidelines — fol 
low the guidelines set forth by the 
appropriate land manager (e.g., U.S. 
Forest Service, National or State Park 
Service, or Bureau of Land Manage¬ 
ment). Obtain the proper wilderness 
and fire permits ahead of time and 
know the guidelines. The wilderness 
is managed for reasons of preservation 
and solitude. Regulations governing 
group size, fires, cans and bottles, 
mechanized vehicles and basic conduct 
help protect the land and the quality 
of experience for users. 

3. Trail use — select footwear that 
is appropriate for comfort, safety and 


the terrain. Heavy, lug-soled boots have 
an adverse impact on fragile terrain. 
Use a light pair of boots for safety rea¬ 
sons and then switch to well cushioned 
running shoes whenever possible. Moc¬ 
casins in camp will even further les¬ 
sen your impact. Avoid the desire to 
shortcut switchbacks. When taking a 
rest break, choose a hardened area 
slightly off the trail that will absorb 
your impact. Avoid trampling vegeta¬ 
tion and contributing to soil erosion 
— hike on the trail only. Cross-country 
travel requires experience and an extra 
sensitive back-country traveler. 

4. Selecting a campsite — locate 
your site at least 100 feet away from 
natural water sources. The site should 
be level with adequate water runoff. 
Leave pine needles, leaves and soil in 
their place. It’s alright to remove small 
rocks and pebbles, but don’t bulldoze 
your tent site. Use a waterproof ground 
cloth under your tent and avoid dig¬ 
ging ditches around your tent site. 


Generally, it’s better to use an area 
that has been previously used so as 
to eliminate further expansion of the 
camp. Try to position your tent so that 
it blends in with the surroundings. 

5. Sanitation — always use estab¬ 
lished latrines if they are provided. 
Where there is no outhouse, take a 
garden trowel and dig a small hole at 
least 100 feet away from water sources, 
potential runoffs, trails and campsites. 
Try to find biologically active soil so 
that wastes will decompose. Sand or 
decomposed granite soil is porous and 
allows organisms to leach into the 
water table. Tampons, sanitary nap¬ 
kins and disposable diapers should 
never be buried. Burn them in an exist¬ 
ing fire ring. 

6. Fires — Use existing fire rings 
and keep fires small. In many areas, 
campfires are totally inappropriate 
because of limited wood supply or 
danger of forest fire. If you must have 
a fire, use only dead and down wood.

Cooking over a backpack stove is cleaner, 
and you won’t get smoke in your eyes. 
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Even when fire is possible, consider 
your options; cooking over a propane 
stove is a lot cleaner and your clothes 
won t get saturated with wood smoke. 
You may be richly rewarded by inter¬ 
esting sights and sounds usually hid¬ 
den by the fire’s draw. 

7. Garbage — carry out what gar¬ 
bage you can’t burn. Have several large 
plastic garbage bags on hand — besides 
carrying garbage, they make good rain¬ 
coats and backpack covers. Before leav¬ 
ing your campsite, sift through the 
ashes in your fire ring for pieces of foil 
or metal. Smokers should be aware of 
what they are doing with their cigar¬ 
ette butts. If you fish, burn or carry 
out the entrails. Never bury food or 
trash. Animals will dig it up and may 
become sick. When you leave the area, 
make sure it is spotless. Pick up any 
trash as soon as you encounter it — 
even if you weren’t the one to drop it. 

8. Dishwashing — never wash dishes 
in rivers or streams. Stay at least 100 
feet away from water sources and use 
only a minimal amount of biodegrad¬ 
able soap if you must. One of the 
best methods for washing dishes is as 
follows: wipe off remaining food with 
toilet paper or paper towel (burn this 
in the fire). Scrub off remaining food 
using a little biodegradable soap and 
wipe totally clean with paper towel. 
Now rinse pot or dish with boiling/very 
hot water. Wipe dry and place in the 
sun for complete drying. This method 
uses very little water and hardly any 
soap. For this method to work, you 

need to start heating water as soon 

as you begin to prepare your meal.

70 degrees F.), the Mammalian Dive 
Reflex is put into play. The body’s 
metabolism shuts down and blood is 
kept in the vital areas of the body, the 
chest and head. This is what happens 
when you see the news or read the 
newspaper and items pop up about peo¬ 
ple being saved from icy waters. 

This Mammalian Dive Reflex has 
changed most thinking about drown¬ 
ing. You are not dead until warmed 
and then dead. Even in summer, water 
can be below 70 degrees F. below the 
thermocline. In most cases you do not 
know how long the victims have been 
under water. Try in all cases to save 
drowning victims. There have been 
cases of up to nearly one hour of im¬ 
mersion who have survived. 

Plant Poisoning — In the United 
States, the most common poison plants 
are poison ivy, poison oak, and poison 
sumac. 

They can cause itchy, swollen skin 
areas, sometimes with blisters. 

You should immediately remove the 
victim from the immediate area where 
the plants are and remove the clothing 
that covers or is near the affected 
area. The area should be washed with 
water, ideally with soap and water. A 
dressing should be applied and a doc¬ 
tor’s care sought out if any complica¬ 
tions occur, or if the condition does 
not improve. 

Insect Stings — Most people when 
stung by insects have no more than 
temporary discomfort. About five per¬ 
cent of the population are allergic to 
insect stings and the complications can 
vary from very minor to severe ana¬ 
phylactic shock. More often than not, 
swelling and itching will occur. 

If stung, realize that wasps, hornets, 
and yellowjackets retain their stingers 
and can sting again. Honey bees sting 
only once as they leave their stinger 
in their victim. Also left is a venom sac. 

If stung and the stinger has left a 
stinger and venom sac, do not grasp 
them and squeeze or pull as this will 
inject some or all of the remaining poi¬ 
son. Scrape the sac and stinger away 
from the wound with a knife blade, 
scissors, or fingernail. 

When there is a severe allergic reac¬ 
tion, a type of shock can develop. This 
shock is anaphylactic shock. Be alert 
for this as it can come on after some 
period of time following the sting. 


Anaphylactic shock presents itself 
with skin that itches and burns, often 
about the face and mouth. Also there 
can be difficulty in breathing, anxiety, 
dizziness, headaches, and nausea. 

Look for blotches about the skin. The 
victim might wheeze when attempt¬ 
ing to breathe. Other signs of shock 
might occur: rapid, weak pulse, and a 
decreased level of consciousness. Often 
the face and tongue will swell. 

What do you do? Treat the victim 
of anaphylactic shock as you would any 
other form of shock. Priorities are the

ABCs. Assure an open airway, make 
sure the victim is breathing, and check 
to see that a pulse is felt. If possible, 
provide oxygen, and transport to a doc¬ 
tor or hospital as soon as possible. 
Often, individuals who have a known 
sensitivity to insect stings have avail¬ 
able a kit containing an antihistimine 
such as injectable epinephrine. Have 
this readied for the victim as they are 
probably trained to use it. If you need 
to assist, read the instructions and fol¬ 
low them closely. The victim may 
improve after the medication is given, 
but needs to have follow-up care given 
by a doctor, so see that transportation 
is arranged. 

Summer is a fun time of year. I hope 
that I have alerted you to some of its 
hazards and what to do if they are 
encountered. •

Another suggestion is to always try 

to maintain a reserve of energy for the 
late afternoon, when you may need to 
climb a hill or walk a road to deter¬ 
mine where you are. When my sons 
were young, I used to preach that mes¬ 
sage to them often. 

One day my eldest boy and I followed 
elk through to a small road, arriving 
just at dark. We hiked 11 miles down 
the road to a tiny town without meet¬ 
ing a single rig that could have given 
us a ride. In town, we watched in dis¬ 
gust as our buddies pulled out 300 
yards ahead and drove three more miles 
back to camp. By the end of that march, 
we were genuinely happy we hadn’t 
hit the road at dark, bone tired. 

Along with that suggestion, there is 
the related matter of carrying a lunch. 
I suggest a very large lunch that you 
don’t eat until late in the day. Never 
eat all your grub before 2:00 in the 
afternoon. You may need the energy 
later, or you may want to save a bit 
of food for the following morning. 

There are rabbits, porcupines, squir¬ 
rels, cattails and water lilies to eat in 
the bush, but finding them at dusk is 
a tough deal. You’d be better off spend¬ 
ing your time stacking up firewood. 
Wait till morning to decide on any 
extensive food-gathering program. 

I always get a tickle out of outdoor 
advisors who suggest firing into the 
air three times if you are lost. My 
suggestion is that you save your 
ammunition and throw your knife into 
the air three times instead. 

If you decide to shoot, wait till well 
after dark, and then fire once. The 
sound will carry farther and will be 
noticed. During the day, a gun shot 
just sounds like another deer hunter 
putting meat in the pot. At night, 
you may even arouse the interest of 
a possum sheriff out looking for deer 
poachers. 

Depending on where you are, a large 
fire built at night can be seen for 
several miles. However, smart buddies 
who see the fire will note your location 
and assume you are okay. They will 
not try to come to your aid that night. 

Storms — The worst lost conditions 
are those that occur when the weather 
closes down movement and visibility 
becomes very limited. Like a good pilot, 
learn to read the weather, and stay 
close to camp if things look like they 
are going to get tough. Stay on known 


trills, and don’t strike out across coun¬ 
try unless it is absolutely necessary. 

Moving in a storm or in very flat, 
open country without landmarks is 
similar to navigating on the ocean. 
Use a compass, travel in a cardinal 
direction, and keep track of the time. 
Then it is possible to figure out, for 
instance, that you walked an hour at 
IV 2 . miles per hour in a direction, across 
country — about 1% miles in width 
— and that it is about time to be at 
the target boundary river, or whatever. 

Most people, my uncle claimed, gross¬ 
ly over-estimate the distances they have 
traveled or underestimate the time it 
will take. If you are a sometimes- 
woodsman, a full mile across country 
may be a hell of a long hike. It may 
take you two hours of hard going. Get¬ 
ting unlost is much easier if you have 
some general knowledge of how far you 
are able to travel in difficult terrain 
and conditions, in a given period of 
time. 

The excellent old Indian adage is 
that, when in doubt, you probably 
haven’t gone far enough. Almost in¬ 
variably, camp is still on ahead. This 
assumes that you, like the Indians of 
old, haven’t lost your head. 

I don’t carry a lot of gear with me 
when I am scouting through the bush. 
In my opinion, large knives, belt axes, 
collapsible fishing poles, portable toi¬ 
lets, first aid kits, climbing rope, hard 
hats and chain saws are best left in 
camp. I am careful, however, to dress 
for the day and to carry gloves. 

Gloves, for me, are important to use 
to keep warm, if camping under a tree 
becomes necessary. I have already men¬ 
tioned matches, a lunch, proper cloth¬ 
ing, and perhaps at minimum, a .22 
pistol. For a knife, I like a small fold¬ 
ing model. 

Readers probably have gathered from 
the subdued tone of this article that 
for me, getting lost is not big deal. 
The exception occurs when you ven¬ 
ture out improperly dressed without 
having looked at a map or having 
someone explain the country, and with¬ 
out at least a little basic equipment. 
That only happens if you allow it to, 
although getting lost sometimes occurs 
due to circumstances beyond a person’s 
control. 

The goal, then, as I have explained, 
is not to allow the situation to become 
serious, but to logically work out a 
valid rescue plan for yourself. •
